The  words  of  the  lest  sentence  are  not  chosen  for  the 

Sleasure  of  the  despotic  courts.  If  the  Premier  had  been 
ispos^  to  mince  tne  matter,  he  might  have  chosen  some 
mild  term  for  the  object  proposed  by  Count  Walewski.  But 
no,  he  prefers  calling  it  by  its  right  and  obnoxious  name, 
gagging  the  press.  And  this  is  an  early  example  in  proof 
of  the  opinion  we  expressed  at  the  opening  of  the  session, 
that  in  a  peace  such  as  we  were  likely  to  have  in  the  present 
ciroumstances  of  Europe,  Lord  Palmerston’s  penetration, 
energy,  and  courage  would  be  as  much  required  to  guide  the 
counsels  of  the  country  as  they  have  been  to  conduct  the 
war.  There  may  be  a  war  without  armies,  and  the  first 
note  of  such  a  war  is  sounded  by  the  French  Minister  even 
in  the  very  act  of  concluding  the  forms  of  peace.  So  ug>y 
an  indication  gives  too  much  colour  to  M.  Kossuth’s  view  of 
afEairs : 

Let  EnglUhmen  look  roond  M  patriot*  oeer  th*  politieal  litaatioii  of  the 
moment— let  them  eonaider  what  wa*  th*  baei*  and  what  the  manner  in 
whi*b  the  pacKIcation  with  Roetia  had  been  brought  about,  and  th<>y  moat 
eome  to  the  conclniioa  that  ihe  trickery  of  the  eitaatio'i  wae  the  reunion 
of  the  despotic  primeiple  into  a  new  Holy  AlUanoe  for  an  exterminatory 
campaign  against  the  principle  of  liberty. 

But  in  that  most  masterly  speech  of  Lord  Palmerston 
other  remaikabie  passages  occur.  For  instance,  with  re¬ 
ference  to  the  Bomish  question,  he  remarked : 

yrhan  Lord  Minio  went  on  hi*  roiuion  to  Italy,  ho  gar*  *onnd  and  mo- 
dorat*  adrie*  to  tbo  Ooremmenta  of  I'aly,  aaiHce  which  aome  of  tho*e 
Goeemment*  bad  bognn  to  follow  when  tho  roeolntion  in  Pari*  broko  out, 
and  nnder  tbo  itimnlaa  thni  giyen  them  tho  wild  rpirita  of  Italy  ro*« 

Sainat  *y*rything  like  ootabliahed  order,  and  committed  aoch  oxet-HPt 
at  th*  Pop*  wa*  obliged  to  qnit  hii  capital.  Although  •ome  airocitiea 
were  then  eommittrd,  at  waa  to  bo  ozpected  in  time*  of  anch  p  polar  con- 
ynleiont,  yot  the  Provisional  Oovemment  of  Rome  endeavoured  to  miti¬ 
gate  th^  to  the  best  of  its  power,  and  the  Holy  City  had  not  of  late 
years  been  better  governed  than  it  was  during  the  temporary  absence  of 
the  Pope,  Tho  re-eatabli*bment  of  the  Soyereign  PuniiB  waa  anbae- 
onantly  effectod,  bat  not  without  the  application  of  the  cruihing  force  of 
fori'i|n  military  occupation.  That  meaanre  rouht  bare  been  ezcnaable  at 
tbo  tim*  it  waa  undertaken,  but  no  man  could  contend  that  it*  continuance 
down  to  the  proaont  timo,  without  any  aymptoma  of  ita  being  ynluiitanly 

Kit  an  rad  to^  waa  a  aatiafaetory  itet*  of  affair*,  or  one  that  did  not  call 
r  grave  coaaideration. 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  expressions  relating 
to  the  good  government  of  Rome  by  the  revolutionary  party 
were  even  stronger  than  the  reported  words,  and  bore  testi¬ 
mony  to  the  honourable  character  of  proscribed  men  ;  but 
the  passage  as  it  appears  is  a  bold  truth,  which  will  be 
wormwood  in  certain  quarters.  There  are  conclusions  which 
England  in  the  hands  of  its  present  Ministers  could  not 
help :  but  we  mark  most  satisfactory  indications  that  there 
is  to  be  no  subaarvienoy,  and  that  our  country  will  hold  the 
line  of  action  becoming  a  free  people,  parting  company  with 
any  designs  against  liberty  and  national  rights  wherever 
they  may  be  concerned. 

SPAIN. 

Poor  little  Belgium  is  not  the  only  noir  of  liberty- 
hating  politicians  at  present  Counts  Orloff  and  Buol 
have  their  melancholy  example,  as  well  as  Count  Wa¬ 
lewski,  of  the  evil  consequences  of  indulging  in  too  much 
freedom.  Talk  of  the  dangerous  and  deplorable  state  of 
Italy,  lay  these  worthy  gentlemen,  why  what  do  you  say  to 
S[^n  ?  There  is  a  country,  where  the  counsels  of  England 
reign  supreme ;  which  is  neither  occupied  by  Austrians  nor 
governed  by  priests,  but  which  enjoys  to  the  full  that  liberid 
and  constitutional  government  which  is  recommended  for 
Italy.  And  ufSpain  quiet  ?  Are  the  dignity  and  the  rights 
of  the  Queen  respected  ?  Are  not  Espartero  and  O’Don¬ 
nell  as  much  masters  of  that  peninsula  as  Radetski  or 
Nugent  are  of  North  Italy?  The  Pope  and  the  Eiug  of 
Naples  may  be  embarrassed,  but  they  pay  the  interest  upon 
their  debt,  which  the  Cortes  of  Spain  do  not ;  and  such 
armiss  and  such  servants  as  they  have,  they  contrive  at 
least  to  pay,  which  the  Queen  of  Spain  does  not. 

Now,  without  taking  this  unjust  and  exaggerated  tone, 
we  can  of  oourse  see  that  the  state  of  Spain  is  far  from 
satisfactory.  It  has  been  with  much  difl&culty  and  not 
without  many  struggles  that  the  Cortes  were  lately  in¬ 
duced  to  vote  sufficient  funds  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
of  the  year;  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  this  vote  may 
entail,  upon  towns  especially,  a  weight  of  taxation  which 
twy  will  be  reluctant  to  undergo.  It  was  necessary  after 
the  late  revolution  to  abolish  the  octroi,  or  consumption  duty, 
the  greater  part  of  which  was  paid  by  the  working  class  ; 
and  It  now  falU  upon  householders  and  people  of  small  pro- 
^rty,  who  are  much  discontented  in  consequence.  The  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  conscription  law  at  the  same  time  annoys 
the  lower  class,  especially  of  places  like  Valencia ;  and  the

These  placards  win  effectually  prevent  aU  molestation,  by  stating

So,  in  effect.  Major  Powys  proposes  to  open  «  shop  for 
the  sale  of  licences  or  indulgences,  commuting  the  penalty 
of  the  destruction  of  windows  in  default  of  illumination  for 
a  contribution  to  a  charity. 

Let  us  see  how  this  would  work.  A,  who  has  money  to 
sparoi  subscribes  102.  to  the  Soldiers'  Home  charity,  and 
receives  the  promised  placard,  blazoning  his  charity.  B,  his 
next-door  neighbour,  is  not  so  easy  in  his  circumstances,  and 
has  just  received  a  very  urgent  application  for  the  Income 
tax.  He  is  not  enamoured  of  the  Peace ;  he  has  no  102. 
to  spare  for  the  Soldiers*  Home ;  he  is  obliged  to  deny 
himself  comforts  to  make  both  ends  meet.  In  a  word,  he 
cannot  afford  to  throw  away  money  in  illumination.  The 
mob  going  their  rounds,  ready  for  mischief,  see  the  placard 
praying  that  A’s  windows  shall  be  respected  on  the  special 
ground  of  bis  subscription  to  a  charity  in  lieu  of  illumination. 
They  see  no  such  notice  next  door,  and  of  course  proceed  to 
wreak  upon  that  house  the  vengeance  from  which  the  other 
is  exempt  'The  exception  from  the  mob  law  makes  in  this, 
instance  absolute  the  rule  of  mob  law.  B,  who  could  not 
afford  the  expense  of  illuminating  in  honour  of  peace,  has  to 
break  into  the  sum  set  apart  for  his  war  taxes  to  pay  for  the 
repair  of  the  windows,  the  destruction  of  which  has  been  so 
suggested,  if  not  invited.  Well,  he  can  pawn  something  to 
make  up  the  deficiency,  or  he  may  dispense  with  some  neces¬ 
sary  at  a  pinch,  or  his  goods  may  be  taken  in  execution.  We 
must  not  think  too  much  about  him.  But  there  are  other 
cases.  In  this  huge  town  there  are  a  thousand  houses  of  death 
and  mourning  weekly,  and  a  hundred-fold  as  many  of  dan¬ 
gerous  sickness.  Is  the  house  in  which  the  dead  is  lyiug  to 
bo  lit  up  for  rejoicing,  or,  in  default,  to  be  marked  out  for  the 
wrath  of  a  mob  ?  Is  the  house  of  sickness  and  suffering  to  put 
up  a  gala  show,  or  are  stones  to  be  showering  into  the  very 
chamber  of  the  sufferer?  We  could  specify  various  other 
instances,  but  the  suggestions  of  our  readers’  experience 
will  save  us  the  trouble. 

If  nothing  had  been  said  about  the  illumination  of  pri¬ 
vate  houses,  it  is  very  probable  that  they  would  escape  mo¬ 
lestation  ;  but  this  foolish  letter,  expressing  the  expectation 
of  injury  if  houses  be  not  lighted  up,  puts  the  mischief  into 
the  heads  of  people  ready  enough  to  seize  and  act  on  the 
idea,  and  the  expedient  of  marking  out  certain  houses  for 
exemption  is  excellently  calculated  to  direct  against  others 
not  so  favoured  a  treble  portion  of  the  mob  violence,  which 
the  distinction  appears  indeed  to  legalise.  The  discrimina¬ 
tive  faculty  seems  to  be  bestowed  on  this  Major  Powys  for 
the  most  unfortunate  ends.  He  means  well  no  doubt,  like 
the  bear  in  the  fable,  who  smashed  the  hermit’s  face  to  keep 
off  the  flies  ;  but  his  blunders  are  bigger  even  than  his 
purblind  benevolence. 

It  is  far  from  certain,  or  probable,  that  even  the  exemp- 
tive  part  of  the  Major’s  device  would  succeed,  for  the 
mob  may  take  it  into  its  head  to  be  critical  about  the 
amount  of  contributions,  and  may  rule  that  a  man  who  does 
not  give  more  than  the  sum  acknowledged  deserves  to  have 
his  windows  broken,  a  conclusion  to  which  the  lovers  of 
mischief,  and  of  the  glazing  interest,  will  always  incline. 
But  be  that  as  it  may,  the  effect  upon  the  unplacarded  and 
unlighted  will  be  certaio. 

An  illumination,  if  such  a  folly  must  be,  ought  to  be 
typical,  for  which  object  we  would  suggest  a  candle  lighted 
at  both  ends,  signifying,  that  as  we  have  had  and  have  to 
pay  for  war,  so  also  we  are  to  pay  for  peace,  and  especially 
in  the  consumption  of  the  tallow  which  is  one  of  the  staples 
of  the  enemy.  The  public  would  be  rather  startled  if  it 
could  see  the  price  of  a  night’s  illumination  and  riot 
throughout  the  country,  and  would  ask  whether  such  an  ex¬ 
action  was  a  suitable  and  appropriate  illustration  of  peace. 
But  this  peace  has  strange  ways  and  manners.  It  came 
thundering  upon  our  ears  on  a  Sabbath  eveniug,  never  be¬ 
fore  disturbed  by  the  sound  of  guns,  and  its  next  celebration 
will  be  the  costly  nuisance  of  a  night,  taxing  and  annoying 
all  the  respectable  part  of  the  community,  and  rejoicing  all 
the  rogues,  reprobates,  and  blackguards,  by  the  opportunities 
favouring  their  respective  vocations  for  crime,  mischief,  or 
riot. 

OXFORD  REVENUES. 

Oxford  men  deserve  great  credit  for  tho  strictness  with 
which  they  observe  their  oaths  of  secrecy.  It  is  quite  re¬ 
markable  to  see  so  large  a  body  of  men,  with  the  authority 
of  an  act  of  Parliament  for  breaking  their  promises,  taking 
such  especial  pains  lest  any  one  out  of  the  confraternity 
should  know  how  the  accounts  are  cooked,  or  how  the  money 
goes.  Like  the  freemen  of  the  City  companies,  they  have 
admirably  sustained  the  esprit  du  corps,  and  successfully 
defied  the  intrusions  of  even  a  Government  commission. 
They  have  given  plain  intimations  that  Oxford  is  one  of  the 
wealthiest  literary  societies  in  tho  world,  but  they  have 
kept  people  quite  in  the  dark  as  to  how  much  slie  actually 
has  to  spend — and  how  she  spends  it.  We  can  only  con¬ 
jecture  an  approximate  amount,  but  we  do  not  at  all  over- 
Htote  it  when  we  calculate  the  aggregate  of  her  annual 
income  at  260,0002. 

What,  then,  is  Oxford  doing  with  her  reveniMs  ?  ^We 
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ihall  be  told  that  she  is  putting  new  fronts  to  her  eld 
ooUegN;  that  she  is  encouraging  good  arohiteoture  bj 
gpe^ing  80,0002.  on  a  Gothic  museum  for  her  dozen 
gladenis  of  {^j*>ical  science ;  that  she  is  supporting  a  large 
Bomber  of  exe^llent  men,  who  might  otherwise  be  in  want ; 
ood  that  she  is  tiring  in  her  own  quiet  wajr  to  introduce  some 
poir  studies  into  her  midst  bjr  founding  new  professorships, 
and  pefb*8  additional  examiners.

First,  there  are  the  revenues  of  the  university  itself, 
derived  chiefly  from  the  joint  monopoly  of  printing  Bibles, 
and  from  the  payments  of  members.  This  goes  partly  in 
M  improvements  "  and  partly  in  salaries.  Now  we  admit 
that  it  may  be  very  well  to  have  a  collection  of  handsome 
buildings,  as  an  attraction  to  admiring  holiday  •seekers,  and 
for  the  glorification  of  Oxford  generally;  but  we  cannot 
conceive  why  the  acquisition  of  these  should  be  the  prin¬ 
cipal  use  of  the  university  funds,  or  why,  whenever  a  surplus 
ic  accumulated,  the  authorities  should  immediately  begin  to 
concoct  plans  for  some  new  bobby.  Then  too,  with  regard 
to  the  annual  expenditure  :  the  Regius  Professor  of  Greek

But  we  pass  from  the  university  to  the  colleges — and 
here  ws  have  a  longer  and  sadder  tale  to  tell,  both  of  what 
is  done  and  of  what  is  not  done.  We  must  remember  that 
the  colleges  have  received  their  wealth  in  trust  for  two 
objects, — to  encourage  learning  and  to  assist  poverty. 
Neither  of  these  objects  have  they  even  partially  effected : 
they  have  not  encouraged  learning,  for  their  richest  endow¬ 
ments  are  enjoyed  by  men  who  can  barely  lay  claim  to 
msdioority ;  they  have  not  assisted  poverty,  for  this  is  very 
rarely  admitted  as  a  qualification.  Now  and  then  some 
man  of  extraordinary  merits  is  allowed  to  share  in  the  riches 
of  the  great  foundations,  but  such  cases  are  too  exceptional 
to  be  noticed.  The  general  rule  seems  to  be  the  oue  which, 
we  are  told,  the  statutes  of  All  Souls’  specially  mention, 
that  a  candidate  for  a  fellowship  should  be,  “  bene  natusy 
splendidi  vestitus,  et  mediocriter  doctus,**  —  well-born, 
well-dressed,  and  moderately  learned  !  We  could  hardly 
prove  our  assertions  more  certainly  than  by  a  comparison  of 
one  college  with  another,  and  we  shall  not  be  at  a  loss  for 
instances.  One  of  the  poorest  colleges  has  done  more  to 
carry  out  the  great  olyeots  of  Oxford  than  all  the  others 
together:  it  has  simply  done  its  proper  work, — encouraging 
learning  rather  than  idleness,  electing  its  fellows  on  account 
of  their  literary  eminence  rather  than  on  account  of  their 
convivial  qualities,  and  paying  due  attention  to  its  students 
instead  of  leaving  them  to  pick  up  knowledge  as  best  they 
could.  Other  colleges  have  had  treble  the  wealth  and 
treble  the  opportunities  of  Balliol ;  and  yet  those  great 
corporations,  which  might  have  influenced  the  whole  literary 
world  and  been  the  mainsprings  of  our  whole  machinery  of 
education,  have  been  left  to  enjoy  the  dubious  reputation 
among  their  aristocratic  connections,  of  keeping  a  good 
table  and  doggedly  resisting  reform. 

Bat  the  fault  lies  not  so  much  in  particular  instances  as 
in  the  whole  system.  No  partial  remedies  will  be  of  much 
avail ;  if  we  want  to  see  any  real  good,  the  reformation  must 
be  thorough  and  complete.  Let  us  look  first  at  the  fellow- 
•hipe.  Their  whole  number,  including  the  studentships  of 
Ohiistcharch,  is  about  660  ;  of  these  not  fifty  are  wholly 
open  to  merit  without  restriction  of  school  or  parentage  or 
birthplace*  The  greater  part  are  looked  upon  by  particular 
fuailiee  and  soboole  as  so  many  hereditary  privileges  which 
it  would  be  robbery  to  take  away.  But  such  a  state  of 
things  must  soon  be  titered  ;  all  the  fellowships  ought  to  be 
open,  and  to  be  given,  not  for  lucky  accidents  of  birth,  but 
for  meritorious  learning.  The  first  great  step  will  be  the 
limitation  of  their  duration  ;  no  good  object  can  be  gained 
by  allowing  two  or  three  hundred  ancient  pedagogues  to 
cwry  off,  year  after  year,  the  richest  prizes  in  the  univer- 
rity.  Fellowships  were  not  meant  to  encourage  laziness, 
but  to  stimulate  talent,  and  therefore  we  think  that  the 
gwater  part  o^  them  ought  to  have  a  fixed  tenure.  They 
would  then  be  restored  to  their  true  functions  of  supporting 
deserving  young  men  during  their  first  struggles  with  the 
world,  while  Oxford  would  have  the  additional  advantage  of 
being  oontinually  supplied  with  new  blood,  and  of  having  a 
Wgdlar  supply  of  rewards  for  industry.  Ten  years  uould 
be  quite  long  enough  to  enable  any  man  deserving  of  a  fel¬ 
lowship  to  get  a  start  in  life ;  and  if  this  limit  were  adopted, 
after  deducting  a  sufficient  margin  for  life-fellows  to  act  as 
tutors,  &c.,  ther&  would  be  about  fifty  vacancies  every  year, 
That  is  to  say,  if  all  the  fellowships  were  open  to  merit, 
avsry  first  or  second-class  man  in  either  of  the  four  schools 
might  calculate  upon  gaining  one.  We  need  liardly  point

Ac  the  boliowncH  of  their  pretenaiooa  to  aueb  titles  would  soon 
bediscorered.  Geoige  the  Third  was  not  great  in  that  greatness 
Msif  ned  to  the  military  In«del  of  Prussia,  the  selfish  roluptuary  of 
pl^e,  or  the  illiterau  drunkard  of  Russia  ;  nor  was  his  excellence, 
his  religioo,  or  his  wisdom,  aAer  the  fashion  of  certain  nearly  worth¬ 
less,  a^tbing  but  Christian,  and  eery  far  from  intellectual  specimens 
of  Royalty,  whose  names  hare  descended  to  posterity,  with  the 
high  recommendations  we  have  named.  George  the  Third  was 
sn^rior  to  any,  and  all  of  these  worthies.  He  was  sincere,  he  was 
just,  he  was  benevolent;  he  was  pious  in  his  conduct,  rather 
than  in  his  professions;  be  was  wiser  in  his  life  than  in  his  speech. 
He  has  been  stigmatis^  as  a  bigot,  in  the  face  of  his  notorious 
toleration  of  each  shade  of  opinion ;  be  has  been  denounced  as 
obstinate,  notwithstanding  the  numerous  instances  in  which  he 
surrendered  his  judgment  to  the  representations  of  his  counsellors. 

Considering  the  peculiar  education  he  received,  and  the  particular 
circumstances  by  which  he  was  always  surrounded,  it  is  wonderful 
how  free  was  his  mind  from  narrow  prejudices  and  selfish  pre- 
posseMions.  He  was  thoroughly  Eoglisb  in  sentiment,  in  conduct, 
and  in  feeling;  and  what  have  since  been  regarded  as  faults — almost 
as  crimes — were  characteristics  which  he  shared  with  a  large 
majority  of  his  people.  He  pot  forward  no  pretensions  to  genius— 
other  minds  have  existed  much  more  comprehensive  in  their  scope 
>.but  what  he  wrote,  and  what  he  did,  invariably  displayed  qualities 
which  rarely  accompany  the  most  brilliant  Intellect— pood  feting, 
good  atase,  ^  honutg  of  fmrpof. 

It  is  unfair  to  condemn  him  for  thinking  as  he  sometimes  thought, 
and  deciding  as  he  occasionally  decided.  George  the  Third  saw 
according  to  the  light  vouchsafed  to  him.  A  great  number  of  the 
King’s  letters  have  passed  through  our  hands ;  but  in  all,  there  is 
evidence  of  considerateness  where  the  feelings  of  others  are  in 
question,  and  of  conscientiousness  where  the  writer  felt  his  own  re> 
sponsibility.  Even  that  remarkable  correspondence  which  has 
lately  been  brought  before  the  public  equally  abounds  with  genuine, 
honest,  hearty  sentiment.  That  he  felt  atrongly  when  he  considered 
that  bis  coafideocc  had  been  abused,  is  a  proof  of  the  naturalness 
of  his  character,  and  that  the  conventional  majesty  of  the  sovereign 
did  not  stifle  the  sensibility  of  the  man.  And  we  fearlessly  mainuin 
that  such  illustrations  of  life  are  infinitely  more  to  be  relied  on  than 
volumes  of  courtly  phraseology,  describing  perfection  under  the 
imposing  garniture  ermine  and  embroidery,  the  sceptre  and  the 
crown.  It  should  always  be  borne  in  mind,  that  George  the  Third 
belongs  to  the  last  age  rather  than  to  the  present;  but  could  the 
more  intellectual  nineteenth  century  claim  him,  even  with  his  old- 
fashioned  virtues,  he  would  bear  comparison  with  any  of  the 
monarehs  of  the  Continent  who  have  reigned  since  his  demise, 
under  advantages  to  him  entirely  unknown. 

It  is  fair  to  say,  at  the  same  time,  of  the  editor  of  these 
memorials,  that  in  him  also  “  the  conventional  majesty  of  the 
*'  Sovereign,**  for  which  and  for  all  royal  blood  he  has  instinc¬ 
tive  reverence,  does  not  in  any  material  degree  **  stifle  the 
**  sensibility  of  the  man.”  Thus  upon  a  certain  banquet, 
given  in  the  first  year  of  the  Regency,  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham  thus  comments,  adding,  by  way  of  comparison, 
an  anecdote  from  Homer’s  Memoirs. 

Sir  Samuel  Romilly,  who  was  present,  says,  “  The  great  expense 
of  this  entertainment  has  been  contrasted  with  the  misery  of  the 
starving  weavers  of  Lancashire  and  Glasgow.”  It,  however,  abounded 
with  incongruities,  among  which,  a  feast  in  compliment  to  a  sovereign, 
and  a  parent,  then  suffering  under  the  most  pitiable  affliction  to 
which  human  nature  could  be  subjected  —  a  fish-pond  running 
through  a  dining-table,  and  a  knight  in  the  armour  of  the  twelfth  or 
thirteenth  century,  grouped  with  lacqueys  in  the  plush  end  scarlet 
of  the  nineteenth,  were  among  the  most  prominent.  However,  the 
fiU  was  eminently  characteristic  of  its  princely  designer,  and  nothing 
more  need  be  said  of  it. 

A  touching  comparison  may  be  found  in  an  incident  that  occurred 
a  few  weeks  subsequently  to  ibis  JiUt  os  described  by  an  eye-witness, 
who  was  a  distinguished  member  of  the  Grenville  party  at  this 
period. 

**  There  was  a  very  effecting  proof  of  the  King’s  melancholy  state 
given  last  week  at  the  concert  of  ancient  music :  it  was  the  Duke  of 
Cambridge’s  night,  who  announced  to  the  directors  that  the  King 
himself  hod  made  the  selection.

It  was  a  very  melancholy 
as  well  os  singular  instance  of  sensibility,  that  in  the  intervals  of 
reason  he;  should  dwell  upon  the  worst  circumstances  of  his  own 
situation,  and  have  a  sort  of  indulgence  in  soliciting  tbe  public 
sympathy.’*

Lord  Wclleeloy  then  returned  home,  and  his  friends  were  reassured 
in  tome  degree,  by  what  bad  passed,  of  bis  being  yet  the  Prince’s 
Minister. 

On  Sunday  (Ifltb)  the  Chencellor  saw  Lord  Wellesley  at  Apsley 
House,  about  two  in  the  afternoon.  When,  upon  Lord  Wellesley’s 
beginning  the  discourse,  by  saying  that  he  understood  the  Prince’s 
continuance  of  Perceval  was  merely  Umporarg,  Lord  Bldon  said, 
**  There  must  be  eome  strange  miiapprebeosion  in  this  business.  I 
can  nuure  your  lordship,  from  the  Prince  himself,  that  be  (Perceval) 
is  the  Prioee's  permamomt  Minister,  and  it  is  upon  this  basis  that  I 
am  to  eonfsr  with  you  !”  Lord  Wellesley  coDtinuing  steady  in  his 
determination,  the  interview  was  of  short  continnanee. 

As  the  Chancellor  was  about  to  leave.  Lord  Wellesley  said,  My 
Lord,  I  must  express  to  you  my  great  satisfaction  at  Mr  Perceval's 
choosing  that  you.  and  not  himself,  should  be  the  channel  of  this 
negociation.  I  beg  of  you,  wheu  you  see  him,  to  tell  him,  from  me, 
that  hia  recent  conduct  towards  me  has  been  unmannerly,  dis¬ 
respectful,  and  contrary  to  tbe  tenour  of  bis  own  professious  to  me ; 
and  such  hoi  been  my  tense  of  his  behaviour,  that,  had  he  come 
into  my  presence,  whilst  still  a  member  of  government,  I  could  not 
answer  for  the  consequences ;  but  so  soon  as  I  am  no  longer  in 
office,  so  much  obliged  shall  I  feel  myself  for  his  having  been  the 
cause  of  reidbving  me  from  the  degrading  situation  of  aerving 
under  him,  that  all  resentment  towards  him  Maff  entirely  ceaoe." 

On  Tuesday  the  Auhait  moil  brought  Lord  Wellesley  favourable 
news  from  Sweden  ;  and  in  the  evening,  about  eight,  he  was 
writing  to  apprise  the  Prince  thereof,  when  he  received  a  letter  from 
tbe  Chencellor,  enclosing  one  from  the  Prince,  agreeing  to  accept 
the  Foreign  Seals  at  one  the  next  day  at  Carlton  House.  At  a 
later  hour  iu  the  evening  T.  Tyrwhitt  came  from  the  Prince  to 
Lord  Wellesley  with  an  infinity  of  fair  words,  and  holding  out 
Ireland.  •*  What,”  said  Lord  Wellesley,  ‘‘with  Perceval  in  the 
front.  No — no,”  and  rejected  it  with  disdain.  Accordingly,  on 
Wednesday  (I9th)  at  one  p.m.,  Lord  Wellesley  proceeded  to 
Carlton  House  in  the  highest  style,  state  liveries,  and  full  dress, 
and  delivered  up  the  said  Seals  to  the  Prince,  which  were  delivered 
to  my  Lord  Liverpool,  who  wns  summoned  to  receive  them,  and 
who  came  for  that  purpose  tii  hit  boofa. 

It  is  with  his  boots  ofif  that  Lord  Liverpool  will  be  pro-, 
duced  in  histoiy ;  boots  off  and  body  off,  a  naked  mind 
Thus  is  the  Prince  Regent  also  destined  to  be  stripped ;  and 
he,  as  well  as  all  who  laboured  with  him  or  against  him, 
must  depend  for  fame  upon  their  wits  and  consciences. 
What  these  were,  Memoirs  like  the  present  amply  testify. 
So  ample  are  tbe  details  in  them,  and  in  other  publications 
of  a  like  kind  issued  heretofore,  that  the  questions  involved 
seem  to  be  already  ripe  for  judgments,  running  no  risk  of 
reversal. 

We  hope  to  drain  more  of  these  Stowe  papers.  There 
must  be  much  more  material  for  history  among  the  collec¬ 
tions  from  which  tbe  volumes  before  us  were  drawn, 
and  delicacy,  we  should  think,  does  not  forbid  an  approach 
nearer  by  some  years  to  the  current  date  in  the  disclosure 
of  such  secrets  of  state  management  as  we  have  here  re¬ 
vealed. 

Modem  Society  in  Rome,  A  Novel.  By  J.  Richard 
Beste,  Esq.,  Author  of  *  The  Wabash.*  Hurst  and 
Blackett. 

Mr  Beste*s  novel,  which  is  not  without  interest, 
though  it  is  somewhat  spoilt  as  a  novel,  is  made  the  more 
valuable  as  a  book,  by  the  abundance  of  the  social  and  poli¬ 
tical  information  contained  in  it.  With  thirty  years'  expe¬ 
rience,  and  with  religious  as  well  as  political  sympathies 
which  have  given  him  position  among  those  who  are  at  Rome 
most  noble  and  most  pious,  Mr  Beste  is  well  qualified 
as  an  ioformaot.  His  sympathies  make  him  a  little  hard  on 
Protestants, — his  Catholic  heroine  is  high-minded,  bis  Pro¬ 
testant  heroine  low-minded,  and  so  forth, — but  that  matters 
little.  Mr  Beste  is  himself  high-minded,  and  so  liberal  in 
all  bis  views  that  the  Protestant  must  be  unduly  sensitive 
who  will  not  let  him  do  a  little  battle  for  his  church.  At 
least  he  does  not  cry  down  Protestantism  as  Protestantism 
cries  down  Popery  ;  and  perhaps  therefore  we  may  consider 
ourselves  bound  to  be  somewhat  tolerant  of  bis  religious  con¬ 
victions.  We  hear,  indeed,  but  little  of  them.  Tbe  book 
mainly  calls  attention  to  tbe  inner  political  life  of  Rome, 
and  to  what  Mr  Beste  bolds  to  be  the  true  state  of  affiiirs  in 
Italy.  It  abounds  in  anecdote  and  incident,  bearing  on 
these  topics,  told  os  certain  knowledge ;  and  if  it  be  a  reve¬ 
lation  often  touching  on  tbe  deeds  and  words  and  characters 
of  living  persons,  the  author  offers  reason  for  not  minding 
that. 

When  W.  H.  Thackeray,  whom  illneoe  had  confined  to  hie  apart¬ 
ment  during  the  greater  portion  of  the  winter,  left  Rome  in  the 
•pring  of  1854,  he  wae  reported  to  have  said — I  wiih  all  the  people 
would  die.  I  wont  to  write  about  them.” 

“  He  need  not  wait  for  eueh  an  event,”  replied  Don  Faiquino,  to 
whom  we  repeated  the  eentiment :  '*  I  will  anawer  for  it,”  he  eaid, 
’*  that  Romans  will  never  read,  even  if  they  hear  of  a  book  about 
themeelvee.  Two  or  three  yeara  ago,”  he  added,  ’*  I  introduced  a 
foreigner  to  Prince  Castellonie,  who  invited  him  to  hie  bouee,  but 
who,  after  a  while,  reproached  roe  with  having  preeented  a  person 
who,  be  was  told,  bad  written  slightingly  of  him  under  the  name  of 
Prince  Polonia.  '  I  assure  you,  Prince,’  I  replied,  continued  Don 
Pasquino,  *  that  what  ho  wrote  wae  quite  unimportant.  But  here  is 
his  book  :  you  understand  English,  and  can  read  and  judge  for  your¬ 
self.’ — I  gave  him  tbe  volume,”  puraued  our  friend,  ’’with  tbe  leaf 
turned  down  at  the  objectionable  passage.  One  evening,  three  weeks 
afterwards,  he  said  to  me,  '  Pray  let  my  servant  put  that  book  into 
your  carriage.  I  really  have  not  time  to  look  at  it.’” 

The  siege  of  Rome  is  tbe  great  event  in  Mr  Beste ’s  book, 
and  it  is  narrated  fully  from  its  outset  to  its  impressive  close, 
when  the  dome  of  St  Peter's  was  illuminated  for  the  festival 
of  St  Peter  and  Paul,  the  thunder  of  heaven  rolling  above 
and  the  thunder  of  earth  raging  round  about  tbe  city  walls. 

And  now  the  faintly-lighted  dome,  lighted,  but  screened  by  the 
paper-shades,  began  to  stood  out  from  tha  darkening  sky,  which  grew 
redder  as  it  darkened.  And  now  the  Son  Pietrini  were  seen  swinging 
from  sida  to  side,  by  tbe  ropes  that  suspended  them  in  mid  air,  oa 
tbsy  plocad  flaring  lampa  botween  each  of  tha  oboltared  candles ;  and 
anon  tha  wbol#  dome  burst  forth  as  on#  biasing  mountain  upon  tbt 
eye.  And  dork  clouds  come  up  from  the  sky  beyond,  and  mossod 
theiluelves,  Ut  threatening  folds;  behind  light.  And  aS  they  gfew 


blacker  and  blacker,  and  at  the  great  dome  stood  out  more  and  mace 
before  them,  thunder  began  to  groan  and  mutter  from  their  teeming 
womb,  os  if  responding  to  the  roar  of  the  French  cannon  on  the  hill. 
And  the  lightning  unaheathed  iti  forked  flashes,  mingling  whh  tbe 
blase  of  the  illumination  and  with  the  flash  of  tha  SHulery;  end  the 
wind  awoke  from  tbe  depths  of  tbe  sky,  and  dashed  out  some  of  tbe 
lights  which  tbe  San  Pietrini  vainly  endeavoured  to  rekindle. 

Such  was  tbe  sight  from  the  tower  of  the  Sennoncta  Palace; 
which  not  even  the  warning  conveyed  by  poor  Rosina’a 
keep  Mary  Ageltborpe  from  enjoying,  aa  she  stood  there  by  the  side 
of  her  lover.  On  the  heights  within  the  St  Pancros  getc,  the  fight 
raged  with  a  fury  that  seemed  to  defy  that  of  the  elements.  Totbe 
btwming  of  the  large  pieces  of  French  ordnance,  the  little  caimoo  cf 
the  defiers  repIM  in  sharper  notes  :  and  the  quick  report  of  the 
riflet,  and  tbe  whixxing  of  the  bullets,  and  the  cries  of  tbe  combatants, 
and  tba  execrations  of  the  wounded,  and  tha  groans  of  th#  dying,  all 
mingled,  in  one  horrible  confusion,  with  tbe  roaring  and  whittling  of 
tbe  storm,  with  the  thunder  overhead,  and  with  the  flashes  of  heaven’s 
own  artillery — tbe  lightning  that  played  round  the  illuminated  dome 
of  St  Peter’s,  os  if  in  mockery  of  the  festive  show.  At  length,  one  by 
one,  the  lamps  sank  beneath  the  gusts  of  wind ;  and  it  seemed  a 
relief  to  tbe  eye  and  to  the  heart  of  Mary  Ageltborpe,  when  on  illu¬ 
mination,  that  originated  in  thoughts  of  piety  and  of  joy,  no  longer 
contrasted  with  tbe  bonid  sounds  of  battle  and  the  war  of  tha  angry 
elementa 

All  at  once,  the  booming  of  the  artillery  ceased :  sod  the  lesser 
sounds  of  conflict— -the  crock  of  the  rifles,  the  cries,  the  groans,  and 
the  shouts— alone  responded  on  earth  to  the  rolling  of  tbe  thunder, 
tbe  flash  of  the  lightning,  and  the  bellowing  of  the  wind.  Tbe  Frtndi 
hod  stormed  the  breach  which  their  artillery  had  made,  and  were  now 
endeavouring  to  fortify  themselves  upon  it.  Then  began  that  hand- 
to-hand  fight,  more  murderous  than  all.  Hand  to  hand,  officers  and 
men  contend^  alike  in  indescribable  confusion.  Garibaldi  rushed 
hither  and  thither,  with  bloody  sword  uplifted,  begrimed  with  gun¬ 
powder,  smoke,  and  gore ;  wherever  tbe  enemy  teemed  roost  to  moke 
head,  there  be  cheered  onwards  bis  chosen  bands,  and  there  they 
fought  and  fell.  The  Roman  cannoneers  died  upon  their  cannon : 
the  Roman  volunteers  sank  down  beneath  the  French  bayonets. 
Courage,  madneso,  rage,  ferocity,  and  revenge — all  those  paasiont 
which  had  nerved  them  to  resist  so  long,  and  to  contend  against  such 
tremendous  odds,  could  avail  nothing  against  tbe  never-ending  rush 
of  fresh  enemies,  pressing  onwards  to  take  the  place  of  those  who  fell 
in  tbe  breach.  The  French  soldiers  secured  themselves  in  their  new 
position.  The  Romans  fell  bock,  amid  the  darkness  and  the  rain : 
and  Garibaldi,  returning  for  a  few  hours  to  his  Anita,  duped  her  in 
hit  arms,  and,  with  tears  streaming  from  his  eyes,  told  her  that  Rome 
wu  lost. 

Mr  Beste  asks  at  the  conclusion  of  his  book,  what  ought 
to  be  done  for  Italy  ?  what  is  it  possible  to  do  ?  And  thus 
he  would  have  tbe  problem  solved. 

That  which  Pio  None  himself  hod  imagined  that  only  is  possi¬ 
ble  : — that  only  is  right : — a  custom-house  and  fisderative  league ;  a 
general  code  of  laws,  and  a  common  army  for  all  Italy ;  each  provinct 
and  state  to  be  governed  by  the  system  itself  approvw.  Piu  tl^ 
Ninth  bu  given  a  constitution  to  his  own  statu:  let  him  govern  in 
accordance  with  its  provisions — with  lay  ministera  for  lay  dep^- 
ments.  To  tbe  honour  of  churchmen,  let  it  be  admitted— u  he  him¬ 
self  admitted  in  one  of  the  proclamations  we  have  quoted — that  cccla- 
siutics  are  unfitted  for  temporal  rule.  In  their  ultramontane  teal. 
Catholics  may  denounce  this  plan :  but  if  it,  or  aometbing  veir  lika 
it,  is  not  approved  and  adopted,  the  temporal  sovereignty  of  the  Popes, 
which  is  already  exercised  by  France  and  Auotrio,  wUl  be  loot  beyond 
recovery. 

The  course  of  our  narrative  and  tbe  history  of  Italy  have  proved 
that  the  organization  of  the  Italian  mind  peculiarly  fits  it  for  pwlior 
mentory  government.  Thu  is  firmly  established  in  Piemont:  it  bu 
been  promulgated  and  never  repealed  in  Noplu :  it  bu  been  triad 
and  is  still  sighed  for  in  Tuscany  and  Rome.  Let  it  ba  everywhera 
restored.  ^t  each  of  tbe  military  powers  of  Europe  send  a  few 
hundred  troops  to  save  a  people  from  being  slaughtered  by  ita 
sovereign,  u  wu  that  of  Naples,  and  to  protect  sovereigna  o^nst 
revolutionary  outbreaks,  like  the  attack  upon  the  Quiriori  wbi^  wa 
have  described : — a  few  hundred  troops  to  keep  the  peace  bctwun 
tbe  two  parties,  while  both  ue  in  a  state  of  tranritkm,  establiahing 
and  working  out  their  constitutional  systems.  Let  each  of  the  groat 
powers,  whose  representatives  ue  now  uoembled  in  coogreot,  send 
their  contingency  of  a  few  hundred  soldiers — no  more  would  be 
needed — to  maintain  together  the  internal  peace  of  the  country ;  to 
protect  tbe  re-establisbment  and  tbe  free  working  of  existing  oonoti- 
tutions ;  «id  let  them  declue,  once  for  all,  that  other  foreign  intu- 
vention  shall  cease  in  Italy. 

Even  if  it  were  not  advisable  to  permit  Lombudy  to  join  itaelf  to 
Piemont,  and  Venice  to  establish  a  republic  of  iti  own,  the  iron  rule 
of  Austria  would  be  mitigated  by  its  proximity  to  free  states.  The 
whole  peninsula  would  be  bound  together  by  an  independent  and 

iret  united  system  of  railways  and  telegraphs  ;  by  a  custom-boast 
eague  and  a  code  of  laws ;  by  free  trade  and  a  free  proas.  A  nativa 
army,  gradually  formed  by  a  contingent  from  each  state  of  the  con¬ 
federation,  would  secure  tbe  independence  and  the  righta  of  Italy 
after  the  withdrawal  of  tbe  foreign  auxiliuies.  Religion  would  be 
beloved  and  respected,  because  no  longer  the  handmaioMi  of  on  im¬ 
possible  administrative  system  ;  and  another  united  and  prosperous 
people  would  be  added  to  the  greet  powers  of  Europe. 

The  incidents  of  the  novel  chiefly  turn  upon  the  suits 
paid  to  the  daughter  and  niece  of  an  English  Catholic 
husband  and  wife  well  known  and  honoured  by  the  chief 
persons  in  Rome,  and  wintering  there  at  a  critical  time,  so 
that  they  become  intimately  associated  with  tbe  actors  in 
the  events  of  the  years  1848  and  1849.  There  is  no 
great  merit  in  this  part  of  the  book,  but  one  of  the  most 
impressive  chspters  in  contemporary  history  is  well  told  it  it, 
though  we  do  not  always  find  ourselves  in  sgreement  with 
the  writer.

mining  to  fitit  both.  The  water-colour  rooms  are  the  true 
homo  of  English  landscape,  fresh  and  actual.  The  water¬ 
colour  painters  do  not  inyariably  succeed,  indeed,  when 
they  become  historical,  but  orer  wood,  water,  and  cloud 
they  rule  with  undisputed  sway.  There  are  to  be  aeon,  of 
oountiy  scenes  at  the  Academy  and  elsewhere,  infinitely 
better  pictures  than  one  little  daub  of  Mr  Darid  Cox’s  that 
occurs  to  os ;  yet  what  an  amazing  little  daub  it  is,  painted 
one  might  suppose  in  half  an  hour,  and  looking  as  if  it  had 
been  painted  in  the  rain  it  represents  !  There,  on  three  nr 
fbur  inches  of  paper,  we  see  a  wide  flat  moorland  drenched 
with  fHlIing  rain,  and  a  hull  in  the  rain  worried  and 
exasperated  by  it,  lashing  his  tail,  scampering  about  with 
his  head  down,  and  bellowing  at  the  infamy  of  the  weather. 
Oil  colours  could  not  do  it ;  and  in  water  colours  nobody 
now  living  except  Mr  David  Cox  could  do  this  particular 
sort  of  thing,  pr^ucing  poetry  and  truth  out  of  the  utmost 
apparent  carelessness.  He  does  not  succeed  always,  we 
must  in  mere  justice  add.  If  the  poetry  of  bis  thought  be 
miesed,  the  picture  is  detestable ;  but  if  it  be  expressed,  as 
commonly  it  it,  the  work  becomes  a  wonder  and  a  treasure. 

The  great  picture  of  this  year  at  the  Water-Colour 
Society’s  Exhibition  is  by  Mr  J.  F.  Lewis,  lately  so

FOREIGN  AND  COLONIAL  NEWS. 

FRANCE — Tai  Bauiuz  Paiss.  — The  ‘  Paye  ’  of  Wednesday 
eoiitaiiia  a  long  article  on  the  state  of  the  preia  in  Belgium,  and  on 
the  neceaeity  of  checking  ita  lieentioaenew.  It  enda  wHh  the  follow¬ 
ing  words,  which  sound  somewbst  liks  a  menace : — 

We  understand  the  dMicultiea  that  may  be  encountered  by  this  (the 
Belgian)  Government  in  the  face  of  a  Parliamentary  O^osition  with 
which  eTcrythhig  lerras  aa  a  pretext  for  politlesi  werftm.  But  when  We 
speak  in  the  name  of  the  irapreaeriptible  laws  of  morality,  in  the  name  of 
jostise  and  of  law,  in  iba  namo  of  the  iatercsts  of  one's  country— which 
•rill  not  sacrifice  its  friendly  external  rela'ions  to  the  uniastiflable  ptw* 
taction  of  the  apostles  of  rc^eide— H  seems  to  ns  that  all  political  gnestioas 
beetnne  cifaeed  before  the  aecewitr  ef  arming  with  aa  aveiging  sword 
Isecistyand  morality,  which  are  aliae  menaced.”

for  three  years  for  the  new  French  Amha*sodor.  Count  OrlofiT  was  so 
good  as  to  act  on  the  occasion,  and  secured  it  for  his  friend  and 
admirer,  M.  de  M^rny.  The  rent  of  the  Palace  is  for  the  first  year 
50,000f.,  and  for  the  last  two,  40,000f.— The  'Pays’  says  it  is 
affirmed  that  Prince  Oscsr,  the  son  of  the  King  of  Sweden,  will  leave 
Stockholm  on  May  lO.h  for  Paris,  to  be  present  at  the  baptism  of 

the  Imperial  Prince. - The  *  Presse,’  in  its  weekly  commercial  reriew, 

•ays  that  sineo  the  official  publication  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  there  has 

been  a  decided  improrement  in  businoas. - The  Empress  entered  on 

her  thirtieth  year  on  Monday,  which  was  the  annirer'iary  of  the  death 
of  Napoleon  the  Great.— —A  medal  by  M.  Montigny,  intended  to 
conimemorate  the  birth  of  tbe  Prince  Imperial,  is  now  being  struck  at 
the  French  Mint.  France,  represented  by  a  female  figure,  presents 
the  infant  to  Eseulapius  arvd  Minerva,  the  Empress  lying  on  a  couch. 

■ — —A  decree  waeletely  published  by  the  authoritiee  at  Beaune  (says 
the  ‘  Spectateur  ’  of  Dijon),  interdicting  young  men  under  tbe  age  of

*  Moniteur  ’  publishes  iwo  decrees,  one  approring  of  the  establishment 
ef  a  peneinn-fand  fer  the  mutual  benefit  encietiee,  and  tbe  other 
diriding  among  such  bodies  the  600,000rrs.  accorded  for  that  purpose 
by  tbe  Emperor  on  the  occasion  of  the  birth  of  the  Prinoe  Imperial. 
—'—The  majority  of  the  Oabinet  are  against  the  creation  of  nobles. 
—Orders  hare  been  given  for  a  detschroeat  of  tbe  Gvidce  to  arrive 
at  Bayonne  between  the  Ifith  and  14th  ef  June,  from  which  it  is 
inierred  thad  their  Msjeeliee  will  take  up  tbeir  reeidenee  at  Biarirz 
soon  after  tbe  /cfss  for  tbe  baptism  ef  tbe  Prince  Imperial. — -General 
Edgar  Ney  has  left  Parie  for  St  Petersburg,  as  the  bearer  of  tbe

sion. - A  despatch  from  Vienna  announces  the  departure  of  the 

Archduke  Maahnilmn  on  Tuesday  eveniaf  fer  Perm  He  is  expected 
at  Strasburg  on  the  lltb,  and  will  arrive  at  Parie  oa  tbe  12th  or  Ifitb. 

BELGIUM.— -Tan  Law  or  »■  Panea. — In  tbe  Chamber  of  Depu¬ 
tise  on  Wednesdny  several  quest ione  were  put  te  the  Minister  ef 
Foreign  affsire  relating  to  the  speech  ef  Count  Walcwski,  on  the  eab- 
ject  of  reetrieting  tbe  free  notion  of  tbe  Bcigian  preee.  The  Minister 
replied  that  no  official  notification  had  been  sent  to  him  on  the 
matter  alluded  to,  but  if  it  should  be  made,  his  answer  was  ready  ; 
for  he  added — "  No  power  has  ever  claimed  any  modification  of  the 
law  on  the  press  of  Belgium,  and  never  will  the  country  submit  to 
such  a  pretension— never  f  This  declaratiaii  Wai  received  with  im¬ 
mense  piithusinstn. 

PIEDMONT.— Count  Cavour,  in  answer  to  interpellations  addressed 
tn  him  in  the  Chamber  of  Di^putfes  on  the  0th,  declared  that  the  nego- 
tkliens  now  pending,  on  the  subject  of  the  affaire  of  Italy,  imposed 
upon  him  a  great  reserve.  He  explained  the  moral  and  material 
advantages  arising  out  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace.  The  Italian  question 
has  been  brought  before  the  Congress,  and  France  and  England  have 
frankly  adopted  the  views  of  Piedmont.  Austria  wished  to  consider 
it  as  non  avrme,  but  this  was  rejected.  The  Italian  question  is  hence¬ 
forth  an  Buropean  one.  The  Minister  declared,  In  conclusion,  that 
the  relations  between  Sardinia  and  Austria  had  not  improved.  The 
Piedmontese  Government  placed  its  whole  reliance  in  the  omnipotence 
of  public  opinion.  It  is  understood  that  Count  PrSlornio  will  repre¬ 
sent  Sardinia  at  the  Court  ef  St  Petenburg. 

IxPEOTiD  PoLiTiOAL  AwHiviT  AT  NiPLts.— "  Wo  lesm,”  says  the 
'Daily  News,’  "that  the  Governments  of  England  and  Prance  have 
reiolved  to  lay  such  representations  before  the  King  of  Naples  as  will, 
it  it  eon fidently  expected,  lead  to  aa  amnesty  for  all  political  offences, 
and  libemte  from  their  lontheome  dungeons  the  long-tortored  viotime 
of  hie  vindiotive  wrath,  and  restore  to  their  homes  and  fanulies 
hundeeds  of  exiles  whose  only  fault  baa  been  loving  and  daring  to 
nerve  their  country.  This  determination  on  the  part  of  France  and 
England  has  fonsed  Austrian  interventloB  ;  not,  ^wever,  this  time 
le  prolong  or  exaspeiate  the  state  of  cruelty  and  repression  against 
which  the  Allied  Cabinets  are  prepared  to  raise  their  rokes,  but,  if 
poeeible,  to  render  their  interference  in  tbe  affairs  of  Naples  unneces¬ 
sary.  The  Cabinet  of  Vienna  has,  in  short,  dtterminsd,  if  we  are 
correctly  informed,  to  urge  King  Ferdinand  at  once  to  grant  an 
amnesty,  and  thus  avoid  the  appearanee  of  yielding  to  the  pressure 
of  Ingland  and  Franer.” 

RUSSIA.— The  troope  have  begun  to  evacuate  tbe  fortrreses  of 
Remi  and  of  Ismail.  The  j  ournals  ol  St  Petersburg  publish  a  circular 
H'ldrrssed  to  the  bends  of  governments  and  to  the  nmrthals  of  tbe 
nobilit}’,  recommending  them  to  seek  out  new  branches  ef  industry, 
at  the  same  time  that  they  maintain  the  eerfe  in  tbeir  obedience  to 
the  nobles.  A  reduction  of  the  Russian  fleet  is  effected.  Three  divi¬ 
sions  will  be  stationed  in  tbe  Baltic,  The  Pontus  fleet  will  retain  the 
denomination  of  the  fleet  of  the  Black  Rea.  An  Imperial  manifesto 
nnnounees  that  (he  eoronatien  of  the  liuperor  will  take  place  at 
Moeeew,  in  August.  General  SotiAkozaaet  is  gauetted  Minuter  of 
War,  a^  Prince  Gkirtchakoff  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairr,  with  M. 
Tolstoi  as  his  aidjoint.  The  Treaty  of  Peace  is  published.  The 
iDoi^or  Empress  of  Russia  is  at  present  too  unwell  to  undertalre  the 
proje^sd  journey  to  Germany.  A  scientifio  ooinmisaion  has  been 


api^inted  by  the  Russian  Minister  of  Naval  Affaire  for  the  parpoee  of 
laying  down  a  correct  map  of  the  Caspian  Sea, — which,  ^neella 
close  of  the  war,  and  tho  neutralisation  of  tbo  Black  Sea,  has  sssQmcd 
a  new  importance.  Tho  expedition,  composed  of  ofloers  of  the  allot 
oorpfl,  will  commence  its  operations  in  ths  course  of  the  present  aimth. 

THB  EAST. — The  Mdandre  has  brought  intelligenee  ef  an  meor- 
rection  at  Mecca.  The  Scherif,  who  had  been  diemi^  by  the 
Sultan,  refused  to  give  np  his  post,  alleging  that  the  latter  had  hoes 
a  recreant  to  tbe  faith  of  tbe  rropbst.  He  is  snpportsd  in  his  igstg, 
tance  by  60,000  armed  Arabs,  who,  it  is  said,  rsfuse  tniraaee  le  the 
eity  to  tbe  pilgrims,  under  pretence  that  the  Ottoman  eiapiia  ia 
dvMed.  The  Circassian  deputation  arrived  at  Oonstantinople  is 
composed  of  200  persons.  Intelligence  from  Constantinople,  to  ths 
28ch  alt.,  has  been  received  by  the  Cermel.  Porte  wee  esfid’ig 
troope  to  Syris.  The  trouhlee  in  MsgneMa  ttill  eontiaued.  Tw 
Governor  ef  Smyrna  had  set  out  In  order  to  repress  them.  Rear- 
Admiral  Fellion  haa  arrived  at  Constantinople  from  Paris  to  Super¬ 
intend  the  embarkation  of  tho  French  troops. 

UNITED  STATES.— Ths  Washington,  the  Oanbrlao,  aafl  the 
Baltic  steamers  bare  all  arrived  tbie  week,  the  latter  hrhiging 
accounts  to  the  26th  all.  In  tbe  Senate.  On  the  18th  uU.,  resolatWius 
directing  inqairy  into  the  expedienr^  of  establishing  a  unifrrm  rate 
o'  postage  throughout  the  eountir,  and  of  permitting  ibhsbitants  of 
the  British  North  American  prorinoes  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the 
patent  Ians  on  the  ssme  footing  as  Amsrican  cltlsens,  were  afieptH. 
Joint  resolutions,  affirming  the  jariediotien  of  the  United  States  ever 
newlj-dieonvcred  islands  (ff  tbe  sea,  and  vesting  tbe  right  of  property 
in  guano  deposits  upon  said  islands  in  tho  original  discoverers  and 
their  heirs,  were  offered  and  referred  to  tbs  committee  on  foreign 
affairs.  The  debate  on  tbe  Kansas  question  was  eontinued.  In  tho 
house,  the  Si'nate  Bill,  making  appropriations  for  fortifioalieaa^  was 
laid  op  ths  table  by  a  large  majority,  on  tbe  ground  that  H  improperly 
origina'ed  in  that  body.  A  violent  nor’eastsr  prevailed  throughout 
the  21st  alt.,  causing  considerable  damage  to  property.  Barton's 
theatre  was  unroofed,  as  were  also  several  ehurebes  and  other  build¬ 
ings  in  the  eity  and  suburbs.  The  number  of  awnings,  ftnets,  and 
trees  demolished  by  ibt  gale  is  incalculable.  Tbe  storm  extended 
over  a  vast  region  of  country.  The  New  Tork  journals  repeat  the 
announcement  receired  by  the  last  mail  respecting  the  sequestration 
of  the  church  property  in  Mexico.  Tho  latest  advices  from  Nicaragua 
confirm  Colonel  Scblessinger’s  defeat  by  Costa  Ricans.  He  was  te  be 
tried  by  court-martial  for  treason  and  cowardice.  Walker,  with  700 
men,  wae  marching  to  meet  tbe  Costa  Ricans. — A  letter  from  Wash¬ 
ington,  dated  April  21,  states  that  Mr  Dallas  had  written  from 
England  to  a  friend  in  Pennsylvania,  raying  that  he  does  not  think  it 
advisable  to  allow  the  use  of  kie  name  aa  a  candidate  for  the  Preai- 
derrey  now  that  State  hae  rxpreaeed  in  an  almost  unanimous  voice  itc 
preference  for  Mr  Suchanan.  Mr  Budianan  had  arrived  at  Phila¬ 
delphia,  where  be  was  welcomed  by  the  firing  of  a  salute,  and  greeted 
with  enthusiastic  cheers  from  an  immense  crowd  that  bad  asaemblsd 
to  receive  him.  At  Washington  preparations  were  making  for  a  grand 
demonstration  in  his  favour. 

CANADA. — Some  excitement  has  been  caused  by  ths  introduction 
of  a  resolution  into  the  house,  in  favour  of  eelecting  Quebec  ae  (he 
permanent  seat  of  government.  The  resolution  was  only  carried  by  a 
majority  of  two,  tbe  vote  being,  yeae  61,  nsye  60.  Twenty-eix  Upper 
Canadians  voted  for  Quebec.  The  Hon.  Mr  Boat,  Speaker  of  the 
Upper  Hsuee,  has  resigned  his  seat  in  the  Cabinet.  It  is  underetood 
that  be  will  retain  his  office  of  Speaker,  and  give  the  government  a 
general  support. 

FOREIGN  GLEANINGS. 

Tbe  Austrian  Government  has  ordered  the  immediate  eetabHshmeftt 
of  military  camps  of  exercise  in  Lombardy. 

Advices  from  Mexico  to  the  6th  ult.  describe  tbe  country  aa  in  a 
roost  unsatisfactory  condition.  Discontent  and  disturbances  continued 
to  prevail,  and,  aa  the  clergy  were  tbe  ringleaders  of  this  state  of 
things,  tbe  Government  bad  published  a  decree  by  Which  tbe  property 
of  the  Church  had  been  confiscated. 

Advices  from  tbe  Baltic  state  that  trade  had  considerably  revived  in 
all  the  ports  since  the  conclusion  of  peace. 

Letters  from  Bucharest  continue  to  speak  of  the  harsh  oppreniofi 
of  the  Austrian  authorities  in  the  Principalities. 

Tbe  Prussian  army  is  to  be  reduced  to  114,402  men,  from 
its  strength  on  the  war  footing. 

The  ratifications  of  the  Treaty  for  the  supnreseion  of  brigandage 
have  been  exchanged  between  Greece  and  Turkey. 

The  Porte  has  aent  a  steamer  to  Jaffa  with  troops,  and  has  ordered 
the  Pasba  of  Beyrout  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Pasha  of  Jeru¬ 
salem  against  the  Syrian  rioters. 

A  letter  from  Berlin  states  that  M.  de  Richthofen,  Prussian  minister 
in  Mexico,  now  en  congi,  has  been  appointed  Prussian  commisstoner 
in  the  Principalities. 

Dr  Waagen,  so  well  known  in  this  country  as  a  cofinoisseur  at  pic* 
torial  art,  is  about  to  visit  England  again  for  the  purpose  of  com¬ 
pleting  the  fourth  volume  of  his  '  Treasures  of  Art’ 

Prince  Oscar  of  Sweden  (the  suitor  to  the  Princess  Msry  of  Cam¬ 
bridge)  is  to  embark  at  Carlscrona  on  his  visit  to  France  and  England 
this  day.

Mr  R.  W.  Qrty 
lueeeeds  Mr  Berkeley  at  the  Poor  Law  Board,  and  Lord  Monck  will 
fulfil  tho*e  duties  under  Mr  Hayter  in  the  House  of  Commons  which 
MrO.  B  rkeley  haa  to  long  performed.  Mojor-Generala  H.  W.  Bar¬ 
nard,  C.B.,  and  Lord  Rokeby,  have  been  aftpointed  Knights  Cum- 
mandcra  of  the  Bath. 

Casb  op  Abohdxaoor  Dxhibor. — In  consequence  of  the  recent  deci- 
lion  in  'he  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench,  a  peremptory  mandamiu  haa  issued 
compelling  the  Arebbiabop  of  Canterbury  to  proceed  against  Arch- 


and  Franca ;  and  tbe  plenipotentiaries  of  Ruaaia  bad  actad  in  the 
most  straightforward  and  honourabla  manner.— Tha  Bari  of 
DERBY  could  not  adopt  the  language  of  the  address.  Ba  accepted 
tbe  treaty  of  peace,  as  he  believe<l  the  country  did,  without  enihu- 
tiaera,  but  without  opimaition ;  he  accepted  it,  but  did  not  think  it 
adrquate  to  the  aacrificet  that  had  been  made ;  and  ha  hoped  it 
would  turn  nut  better  than  the  peace  of  Amiens.  At  to  the  fail  of 
Kara,  he  ihought  the  government  wa*  more  directly  to  blame  for  tbo 
negivet  of  G-neral  Williarai  than  Lord  Stratford;  it  should  bava 
given  him  both  money  and  authority  at  onoe.  He  waa  not  aatUfied 
with  tbe  hew  line  of  frontier,  and  taw  nothing  in  tha  treaty  to 
prevent  Sebastopol  being  rebuilt,  nothing  ta  guarantee  a  real 
neutralisation  of  tbe  Blaca  Sea.  Tha  forts  on  the  coast  of  Circasaia 
might  be  reatored,  and  the  best  barrier  against  Russia,  tbo  indepen¬ 
dence  of  the  Circassian  tribes,  bad  been  sacrificed.  He  condemned 
severely  that  part  of  the  treaty  which  changed  the  maritime  law  of 
the  country  without  any  reference  to  tbe  legislature.— —Bari 
QRANVILLB  replied  to  th*  points  touched  by  the  Bari  of  Derby. 
— —Tbe  Bari  of  ABERDEEN  believed  the  treaty  aecursd  tbe  objects 
for  which  the  war  waa  undertaken,  but  it  waa  doubtful  whether 
posterity  would  be  of  that  opinion.  There  was  nothing  to  prevent 
Turkey  raising  a  naval  force  in  the  Bosphorus  and  the  Sea  of  Marmora; 
if  such  a  force  should  ever  be  eniployed  against  Rutsia,  would  the 
other  parties  be  bound  to  a*BiBt  her?  He  thought  the  neutral iaation 
of  the  Black  Sea  would  be  found  practically  impossible.  A  power  to 
interpose  in  the  internal  management  of  Turkey  ought  to  have  been 

retained. - Lord  COWLBY  fXplained  that  any  aggression  from 

either  Russia  or  Turkey  in  the  Black  Sea  would  give  the  other 

contracting  powers  a  right  In  intervene. - Bari  GREY  considered 

the  treaty  a  great  step  in  the  advance  of  humanity  and  eiviliaation, 
especially  in  the  change  it  effected  in  our  maritime  law.— Lord 
CAMPBELL  said  tbe  change  in  that  law  had  been  effected  quite  in 
accordance  with  the  oonititution.— The  amendment  was  then  nega* 
tived,  and  the  addrese  agreed  to  without  a  division.

OOURTT  COURTS  ACT  AXBHDlfERT  BILL. 

The  LORD  CHANCELLOR  moved  the  eecond. reading  of  this  bill. 
The  measure  remedies  the  defects  in  the  present  act,  pointed  out  ia 
the  report  of  the  comniisstoners.  It  ia  proposed  to  pay  the  talariee  of 
the  C  'unty  Court  judges,  and  provide  buildings  out  of  tbe  oonsoll* 
dated  fund  ;  by  this  plan  only  half  the  amount  now  raissNl  in  fees 
(278.000/.)  will  in  future  be  levied  in  that  manner.  The  salarlee  of 
the  judges  are  to  be  fixed  at  1,200/.  per  annum,  the  Lord  Chancellor 
considering  that  amount  sufficient ;  but  those  now  receiving  1,600/.  are 
to  have  that  amount  secured  to  them  ;  actions  may  be,  as  now,  brought 
in  the  County  Courts  without  limitation  of  the  amount  sued  for,  but 
defendants  are  to  have  the  power  of  stopping  the  action  wnd  removing 
it  to  a  superior  court ;  if  a  party  does  not  there  recover  20/.  damages, 
he  is  not  to  be  allowed

THB  TRBATT  OV  PEACE. 

The  Earl  of  ELLB^MERE  moved  an  address  of  congratulation  to 
the  Crown  on  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  of  peace  with  Russis.  He 
described  the  terms  of  the  treaty  aa  satisfactory  ;  they  fairly  secured 
the  objects  for  which  tbe  couatry  went  to  war  ;  they  fufilled  all  that 
could  reasonably  have  been  expected,  and  he  hoped  the  address 
would  not  call  forth  any  pronounced  dissent.  He  warmly  eulogized 
the  services  of  tbe  army  and  navy,  and  especially  dwelt  on  the 
services  of  General  Williams  ;  he  hoped  Russia  was  about  to  enter 
on  a  new  career,  and  that  her  future  prosperity,  under  the  young 


of  the  war ;  but,  as  far  as  be  understood  them,  he  denied  they  bad  been 
fully  accomplished,  and  he  should  advise  an  amendment  congratulating 
her  Majesty  that  the  government  had  been  enabled  to  establish  a  peace 
“  the  conditions  of  which  appeared  to  her  Majesty’s  government  ade¬ 
quately  to  effect  the  great  objects  of  the  war.”  Whether  he  should 
press  the  amendment  much  depended  on  the  manner  in  which  it  might 
be  received  by  the  government.  He  then  entered  into  an  exvmination 
of  the  terms  of  the  treaty.  He  contended  that  the  fall  of  Kars  bad 
greatly  affected  the  conditions  of  peace.  Sebastopol  was  restored  to 
Russia  ;  although  it  appeared  no  naval  arsenals  were  to  be  kept  up  in 
the  Black  Sea,  there  was  no  definition  of  what  were  to  be  considered 
arsenals.  The  northern  forts  of  Sebastopol  were  left  to  Russia ; 
Kertch  and  Eupatoria  were  to  be  given  up  again,  strengthened  by 
works  we  had  erected.  The  forts  on  the  Circassian  coast  were  also 
again  in  the  bands  of  the  Russians ;  though  the  government  bad 
benefited  by  the  exertions  of  the  Circassians,  yet  it  had  abandoned 
them.  Having  noticed  other  parta  of  the  treaty,  he  entered  at  great 
length  on  the  transactions  connected  with  the  fall  of  Kars,  and 
severely  censured  Lord  Stratford  for  neglecting  for  so  long  a  period  to 
answer  the  despatches  of  General  Williams.  The  reasons  why  be  so 
neglected  them  were  only  known  to  himself  and  to  Lord  Clarendon. 
Would  he  state  them!  He  could  not  agree  with  the  address  as  it 
stood  ;  but,  should  it  be  the  with  of  the  bouse  to  adopt  it,  be  would 
not  oppose  it,  but  content  himself  with  having  recorded  his  opinion. 
- The  Earl  of  CLARENDON  expressed  the  satisfaction  with  which 


ooets.  He  proposed  that  the  bouea 

I  ihould  go  into  committee  on  tbe  bill  after  tha  boljdaye. - Lord 

I  Campbell  condemned  the  unlimited  extension  of  the  powers  of  the 
County  Courts;  he  hoped  the  Lord  Chancellor  would  reconsider  this 
clause,  and  abide  by  the  recommendation  of  the  oommiseloners,  which 
in  this  point  he  had  departed  from.— Lord  BROUGHAM  said  this 
waa  actually  the  law  at  present  ;  actions  could  he  brought .  without 
limitation,  if  both  parties  consented  ;  by  tbe  proposed  bill  that  con¬ 
sent  would  not  be  required  ;  but  power  to  stop  the  proceedings  was 
given  to  tbe  defendant.  The  commissioners  were  nearly  equally 

divided  on  the  recommendation. - After  a  few  words  from  Lord 

ST  LEONARDS  and  Lord  BERNERS,  the  bill  was  read  a  second  time.

HWARDS  TO  OIBtRAL  WILUAXS. 

The  LORD  CHANCELLOR  read  a  communication  to  tbs  house 
from  her  Majesty,  mentioning  her  nomination  of  General  Williams  to 
a  baronetcy,  as  Sir  William  Fenwick  Williams  ef  Kars,  aud  iccom- 
mending  a  pension  for  him  of  1,000/.  per  annum. 

THI  XURDRR  OT  XUS  HINDS. 

Lord  LYNDHURST  presented  a  petition  from  Edward  Dunne, 
convicted  of  tbe  murder  of  Miss  Hinds,  complaining  that  be  wae 
prevented  from  obtaining  a  writ  of  error  by  the  refusal  of  tbe 
Attorney-General  to  accede  to  him  tbe  formal  permiaaion  necessary. 

- Lord  CAMPBELL  said  their  lordships  ought  not  to  interfere. 

The  fiat  of  the  Attorney-General  was  necessary  to  a  writ  of  error. 
They  must  rely  on  his  dikcretion  as  lo  tbs  refusal.  To  interfere 
would  be  to  encourage  frivolous  appeals  for  the  purpose  of  delava. 

- Tbe  LORD  CHANCELLOR  agreed  with  Lord  Cainpbsil.  The 

constitution  bad  provided  certain  remediea,  bjr  which  a  prisoner  after 

trial  could  bring  bis  cats  before  a  court  of  review. - Other  law  lorda 

took  tbe  same  view. 

THAXU  TO  THE  ARXT  AND  XAVT. 

Lord  PANMUBE  moved  the  thanks  of  tbe  house  to  tbe  army, 
navy,  and  marines  engaged  in  tbe  operations  of  tbe  late  war,  and  to 
tbe  embodied  militia.  Ha  enumerated  tbeservicea  of  tboae  branchea 
of  tha  national  force  that  had  been  actively  eng^ed,  oomincne  Dg 
with  tboee  of  the  navy.  They  bad  fully  entitled  it  to  tha  gratitude 
of  tbe  country.  In  the  Baltic  it  bad  maintained  tbe  most  difficult 
blockade  on  record  for  two  years,  without  tb#  lose  of  a  single  ship  ; 
it  bad  reduced  one  of  the  strongholds  of  the  enemy  ;  it  bad  swept 
the  sea  of  ersry  vessel  belonging  to  Ruseia ;  and  confined  to  port 
the  whole  of  the  large  navy  that  Power  could  command.  Ia  tbe 
Black  Sea  it  bad  attacked  the  fortreasea  of  Sebastopol  and  Kinburn, 
Slid  by  tbe  operations  in  tbe  Sea  of  Ax<>ff  bad  rendered  the  moet 
valuable  asaistaooe  to  tbe  army.  During  tbo  course  of  tha  war,  it 
hsd  also  furnisbed  transport  to  436,000  man  and  64,000  horaea.  He 
then  reviewed  the  services  of  tbe  army,  from  the  dMe  of  landing  at 
Varna,  speaking  ia  tbe  highest  terms  of  its  courage  in  the  field,  and 
its  fortitude  and  endurance  under  disease  and  privations.  He  com¬ 
pared  its  oonditiou  during  tb#  winter  of  1854  with  its  present  state, 
to  show  that  the  zealous  efforts  of  tha  commanders  and  officers  bad 
again  brought  tbe  British  forest  to  an  efficiency  in  every  respect  al- 
nioxt  unexampled.  In  point  of  health  it  would  bear  comparison  with 
tbe  sriny  at  home.  He  read  from  (>flloial  returns  a  statement  of  tbe 
losses  made  up  lo  different  periods,  by  which  it  ap;  eared  that  tbe 
final  and  t'  Ul  loss,  from  every  cau-e,  killed  in  action  and  deaths 
from  woui.ds  and  disease,  amounted  to  270  officers  and  22,467  men. 
C:  mparing  this  number  with  tbe  loaaes  of  the  enemy,  be  thought  they 
bad  cause  to  be  thankful  that  the  scourge  of  war  bad  fallen  so  lightly 
on  tbe  nation.  He  then  alluded  to  tbe  foreign  leviea  in  tbe  service 
of  England,— .the  German,  Swiss,  and  Italian  legions,  and  tbe  Tutkish 
contingent, — stating  that  they  were  admirably  organised,  sxoellently 
diseipUntd,  and  nidy  to  do  good  serviot  in  tbo  oauao  thev  had  am- 
braood,  if  their  sarvlese  had  hew  required.  He  heped  ta^  wonld 
DOW  be  treated  in  a  manner  that  would  make  tbe  name^  of  EpglMd 
respected  throughout  the  world,  and  render  it  easy  to  nnse  a  similar 


Sit  WiLLiAK  Haxilton,  Bart.,  the  well-known  professor  of  logic 
and  metaphysics  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  died  on  Tuesday  in 
that  city.  He  had  for  years  been  in  delicate  health,  suffering  from 
paralysis,  but  the  news  of  his  death,  which  in  tbe  last  instance  we 
bi-lisve  aroee  from  congestion  of  tbe  brain,  will  take  his  friends  and 
pupils  by  surprise.  _ 

Hralth  or  London  durino  ths  Wrxk. — The  deaths  registered 
in  London,  which  in  the  previous  week  were  1,048,  rose  last  week  to 
1,087.

Strxet  Cab  Funebalr. — On  Thursday  a  deputation  from  the  vestry 
of  St  Marylebone,  secompsnied  by  Lord  Ebrington,  M.P  ,  waited  upon 
Sir  G.  Grey,  at  the  Home-office,  on  the  subject  of  street  cab  funerals,  and 
the  conveyance  of  patients  in  the  public  vehicles  to  the  Fever  and  Small-  ! 
pox  Hnspiials.  Mr  Guy,  one  of  the  deputation,  referred  to  the  daily-in- 
creating  practice  of  cab  funerals  of  children  to  the  metropolitan  cemeteries, 
■nd  to  the  practice  of  conveying  patients  having  smallpox  or  typhns  fever 
te  tke  hoepiials,  and  concluded  that  the  increase  of  those  diseases  in  the 
higher  locditiee  was  attribnisble  to  that  cause.  Of  34,731  deaths  of  chil¬ 
dren  under  five  years  reported  by  the  Registrar-General  to  have  taken 
place  daring  twelve  months,  8,667  died  of  zymotic  diseases,  143  of  small¬ 
pox,  and  478  of  tvphns.  He  offered  some  suggestions  for  remedying  the 
cxn,  the  principal  points  being  that  tbe  proprietors  or  drivers  of  cabs  who 
Bled  them  for  children’s  funerals  should  be  fined  10/.  in  each  case ;  that 
fever  and  tmnllpox  hospitals  should  be  compelled  to  provide  vehicles  to 
**Bd  for  patients  when  applied  to,  and  that  some  of  the  ambnlance  vehicles 
oted  in  toe  Crimen  should  be  placed  by  tbo  Ch>vernment  at  the  disposal 

suck  hospitals.  Mr  Jacob  Bell,  Dr  Russell,  Mr  Nicbolay,  and  Dr 
Thomson  confirmed  Mr  Guy’c  views  as  to  the  danger  to  the  public  from 
^he  practice.  Sir  G.  Grey  expressed  his  concurreuce  with  the  deputation, 
ud  ths  importsnee  of  desling  with  it  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view ;  but  said 

WM  a  difficult  question,  and  ptrsons  might  also  get  into  a  railway

their  hardships.— —The  Bari  of  CARDIGAN  spoke  in  high  tonne 
of  the  character  of  Lord  Raglan.  He  believed  the  prestige  of  the 
British  forces  had  suffered  by  his  death,  and  tbe  manner  in  which 
the  oororoand  had  been  changed  since  did  not  lesson  the  satisfaction

CAPITAL  PCHUHHSIIT. 

The  Bishop  of  OXFORD  moved  for  a  select  committee  to  in* 
vsstigate  the  mode  now  adopte<l  for  carrying  out  sentences  of  capital 
punishment.  He  remarked  upon  the  disgraceful  scenes  which  too 
often  occurred  at  public  executions,  and  resulted,  as  he  believed,  in 
degrading  and  barbarising  large  classes  of  the  community,  and 
deprived  these  solemn  exhibitions  of  all  their  desired  offect  as  a 
warning  to  evil-doers.  He  recommended  that  executions  should 
henceforth  be  performed  within  the  walls  of  the  gaol,  and  in  the  pre¬ 
sence  only  of  a  few  selected  cfficial  witnesses.  The  motion  was  agreed 
to,  and  the  committee  nominated.  The  house  subsequently  adjourned 
till  Monday  the  19th  inst. 

LOUD  DALHOUSIE’S  PKNSIOX. 

The  Marquis  of  CLANRICARDE  asked  whether  the  government 
had  sanctioned  the  grant  of  a  pension  of  5,0001.  a*year  to  Lord

THl  TEBATT  Of  flAOB. 

Mr  E.  DENISON  moved  an  address,  to  return  to  her  Majesty  the 
sincere  thanks  of  that  house  for  the  important  communication  of  the 
general  treaty  concluded  at  Paris ;  to  assure  her  Msjesty  that,  while 
tbe  house  should  have  deemed  it  its  du>y  cheerfully  to  afford  her  its 
Arm  support  if  it  had  been  found  necessary  to  continue  the  war,  it 
had  learned  with  joy  that  her  Majesty  had  been  enabled  to  re* 
establish  peace  on  conditions  honourable  to  her  Crown,  and  which 
folly  accomplish  the  great  objects  for  which  the  war  was  undertaken  ; 
to  express  to  her  Majesty  its  great  satisfaction  at  finding  that, 
while  these  alliances  which  have  so  mainly  contributed  to  the 
vigorous  and  successful  prosecution  of  tbe  war  have  been  equally 
enective  in  the  consolidation  of  peace,  powers  which  have  not 
taken  an  active  part  in  the  war  have  combined  with  the  beligerents 
to  give  additional  firmness  to  tbe  arrangements  by  which  the  repose 
of  Burope  is  in  future  to  be  protected  from  disturbance  ;  to  state  to 
her  Majesty  that  the  house  rejoiced  that,  notwithstanding  the  great 
exertions  which  the  late  war  has  rendered  necessary,  tbe  resources  of 
the  empire  remain  unimpaired ;  and  te  express  its  hope  that  the 
peace  now.  concluded  may,  under  the  favour  of  divine  Providence, 
long  continue  to  shed  its  bleeeings  over  Burope,  and  that  harmony 
among  governments  and  friendly  intercourse  among  nations  may 
steadily  promote  the  progress  of  civilisation,  and  secure  the  welfare 
and  happiness  of  mankind.  It  was,  be  observed,  but  two  short  years 
ago  since  a  communication  was  made  from  the  throne  to  that  bouse, 
and  unanimously  responded  to,  on  tbe  causes  of  the  war,  and  if  at 
that  period  any  one  had  predicted  the  actual  results  of  the  eontest*-*the 
npture  of  the  strong  fortress  of  Sebastopol  and  8,800  pieces  of  cannon, 
the  sinking  of  the  Russian  Black  Sea  fleet,  the  north  seas  swept,  and 
all  the  great  objects  of  the  war  accomplished — who  would  not  say, 
11  **?[***'  **.***y  these  things  be,  and  God's  name  be  praised  "  1  But 
all  these  oi^ects  and  more  bad  been  attained.  The  alliance  of 
r  u  western  powers  bad  been  secured,  and  the  consent 

^the  Empei^r  of  Russia  to  the  “  rectification  ”  (a  new  term)  of  his 
*^“*'*^  Bessarabia  implied  rather  forcibly,  in  his  opinion,  what 
stren^h  h^  been  engaged  in  the  contest.  The  peace  he  considered  to  be 
a  g^  and  honourable  one,  and  although  it  had  not  been  receivH 
with  exultation  by  the  country,  he  believed  its  joy  and  satisfaction 

would  inc^  from  day  to  day. - Mr  H.  HERBERT  seconded  tbe 

motion.  He  went  over  the  leading  pointi  of  the  treaty  and  of  the 
protocols  to  show  the  results  we  bad  gained.  As  to  other  objects- 
such  as  the  freedom  of  Italy  or  the  restoration  of  Poland— he 

within  the  scope  of  the  late  war - LordJ. 

MANNERS  said  he  rose,  not  to  oppose  the  reception  of  tbe  address. 


but  to  say  that  he  had  strong  objections  to  some  of  its  terms.  He  objected 
to  tbe  assertion  that  the  conditions  of  the  peace  "  fully  accomplished 
the  great  objects  for  which  the  war  was  undertaken."  Those  objects 
were — first,  tbe  present  integrity  of  the  Turkish  Empire;  and, 
secondly,  the  security  of  its  independence  and  integrity  in  future. 
Tbe  first  object  he  believed  to  have  been  moet  fully  attained  ;  but  the 
second  and  alUimportant  object  bad  not  been  serared.^  That  object 
might  be  divided  into  two— tbe  independence  and  in^rity  of  Turkey 
in  Europe,  and  in  Asia  ;  and  the  latter — the  moet  important  of  the 
two— he  contended  had  not  been  carried  out  in  the  treaty,  there  being 
no  security  taken  against  the  aggression  of  Russia  upon  the  Turkish 
Asiatic  provinces,  except  tbe  poor  and  pitiful  attempt  of  Lord 
Clarendon  to  prevent  the  re*erection  of  the  Russian  forts  on  tbe  Black 
Sea.  He  enlarged  upon  the  importance  of  thoee  province  and  upon 
tbe  injustice  and  dishonour  of  abandoning  tbe  Circaseians  and  the 
tribes  of  tbe  Caucasus.  Either,  he  said,  the  British  government 
regarded  these  people  as  independent,  or  as  dependent  upon 
Russia,  and  therefore  insurgents  ;  but  he  denied  that  Europe  had  ever 
recognised  the  right  of  Russia  to  Circassia.  If  this  proceeding  was  so 
devoid  of  justice  and  of  honour,  where  was  the  policy  of  handing  over 
these  tribM  to  Russia!  An  author,  now  a  member  of  her  Majesty’s 
administration  (Mr  D.  Seymour),  bad  represented  the  Caucasus  as 
**  the  real  citadel  of  Russian  power  in  the  easi."  Lord  Palmerston 
had  acknowledged  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  treaty  to  prevent 
Russia  from  reconstructing  her  forts  on  the  Circaseian  coast ;  and 
could  any  one  doubt  with  what  object  they  would  be  re-erected  1 
Lord  Clarendon,  in  the  conferences,  had  argued  that  the  forts  could 
not  be  rebuilt,  but  the  Runian  plenipotentiaries  maintained  the  con¬ 
trary  opinion,  and  tbe  consideration  of  that  point  was  adjourned.  At 
Vienna  it  was  one  of  our  objects  to  secure  the  independence  of  the 
Transcaucasian  tribes ;  but  by  the  treaty  these  gallant  people  were 
handed  over,  without  pity  or  remonstrance,  to  their  implacable  foe. 
R'‘ferring  to  tbe  languaxe  of  Lord  Clarendon  in  the  protocol  of  tbe 
8th  of  April,  on  the  subject  of  tbe  Belgian  press,  introduced  by  Count 
Waleeski,  he  insisted  that  the  manner  in  which  the  earl  declined  to 
pledge  himself  to  reactionary  and  restrictive  measures  was  calculated 

to  five  countenance  and  encouragement  to  ruch  measures. - Mr  M. 

MILNES  thought  that  Lord  J.  Manners  had  damaged  his  cause  by  the 
spirit  of  exaggeration  which  pervaded  bis  speech ;  he  could  not  be¬ 
lieve,  he  said,  that  many  persons  would  agree  with  him  that  the 
treaty  contained  anything  dishonourable  or  degrading  to  England. 
The  people  of  this  country  would  find  gratification  in  the  conviction 
that  the  integrity  of  Turkey  bad  received  a  guarantee  which  had  been 
hardly  hoped  for.  All  tbe  fears  entertained  by  Lord  J.  Manners  as 
to  the  vengeance  which  the  Circassians  would  suffer  from  Russia  were 
in  bis  opinion  futile.  He  joined  with  him,  however,  in  condemning 
the  manner  in  which  tbe  free  Belgian  press  had  been  spoken  of  in  tbe 
conferences,  amounting,  be  thought,  to  a  menace,  which  might  have 

injurious  effects. - Mr  LATARD  was  willing  to  accept  the  address, 

considering  that  the  great  objects  of  the  war  had  been  accomplished, 
so  far  as  intended  by  her  Majesty's  government,  who  entered  into  it ; 
he  bad  always  been  of  opinion  that  the  original  error  was  committed 
by  Lord  Aberdeen’s  government,  but  when  once  we  had  entered  into 
the  war  it  was  too  late  to  change  our  policy.  The  questions  related 
to  tbe  Christians,  the  Principalities,  the  navigation  of  the  Danube, 
and  the  Russian  forts  on  the  Black  Sea.  With  respect  to  the  first, 
more,  he  said,  had  been  done  than  he  had  expected,  and  he  thought 
Lord  Clarendon  bad  acted  wisely  when  he  support^  Aali  Pasha  in 
not  having  the  firman  inserted  in  tbe  treaty.  He  thought,  however, 
that  the  extension  of  the  conscription  to  non-Mussulman  subjects  of 
the  Porte  was  unwise.  Upon  the  whole,  he  gave  credit  to  the  Turk-  i 
ish  government  for  its  liberal  policy.  In  respect  to  tbe  second  ques¬ 
tion,  too,  the  Principalities  of  Wallacbia  and  Moldavia,  more  bad 
been  done  than  be  could  have  poesibly  hoped  for,  and  he  thought ! 
Lord  Clarendon  had  originated  a  most  liberal  policy  in  suggesting  the 
union  of  tbe  twe  Principalities,  which  whs  opposed  by  Austria.  He 
rejoiced  also  at  the  manner  in  which  Servia,  a  country  with  a  great 
avtnir,  bad  been  dealt  with.  As  to  tbe  Black  Sea,  he  suggested  va¬ 
rious  doubts,  and  especially  in  respect  to  tbe  Circassian  coast.  Was 
the  blockade  to  continue,  and  were  we  to  be  excluded,  as  hitherto, 
from  commercial  intercourse  with  a  country  the  right  of  Russia  to 
which  had  never  been  recognised  by  any  document  or  declaration  1 
Were  our  ships  and  our  consuls  to  be  excluded  from  Sebastopol  and 
Nicholaieff  1  With  regard  to  the  navigation  of  the  Danube,  he  thought 
tbe  provisions  in  the  treaty  excellent.  Upon  the  whole,  he  was  of 
opinion  that  the  government  deserved  great  credit  for  tbe  treaty, 
which  far  exceed^,  he  said,  any  reasonable  expectations  he  had 
formed,  and  he  was  b  >und  to  thank  them  for  it,  as  fulfilling  all  their 
objects,  looking  to  the  principles  upon  which  they  embarked  in  tbe 
war.  Mr  Layard  then  passed  to  a  description  of  tbe  condition  of  j 
Italy,  and  inveighed  in  very  strong  and  bitter  terras  against  certain 
of  the  Italian  governments,  declaring  that  there  was  now  more  liberty 
in  Turkey  than  in  Italy.  After  suggesting  reasons  why  tbe  country  ! 
was  not  satisfied  with  the  peace,  he  concluded  by  bearing  his  testi-  j 
mony  to  the  admirable  manner  in  which  the  negotiations  had  been 

conducted  by  Lord  Clarendon. - -Lord  J.  RUSSELL  observed  that, 

although  Lord  J.  Manners  bad  blamed  a  few  particulars  of  the  treaty, 
he  had  neither  proposed  an  amendment  nor  offered  any  oppiwition  to  1 
the  address;  still,  as  tbe  subject  was  one  of  the  greatest  importance,  I 
and  the  house  was  now  to  consider  the  settlement  of  a  question  which  | 
for  half  a  century  had  occupied  the  minds  of  men, — and  he  was  afraid 
might  occupy  them  at  a  future  time, — he  could  not  refrain  from 
offering  some  observations  to  the  house.  His  persuasion  was  j 
that  the  conditions  of  tbe  peace  were  honourable  to  the  Crown,  I 
and  that  they  fully  accomplished  the  objects  of  the  war.  Taking  tbe 
articles  of  the  treaty  in  thfir  order,  he  said  the  arrangement  under 
which  Russia  gave  up  the  protectorate  of  tbe  Principalities  seemed  to  ! 
him  to  be  very  efficient  for  the  object.  The  second  point  was  the  na-  | 
vigation  of  the  Danube ;  and  with  regard  to  that  he  considered  that 
our  success  at  Rebastopol  bad  been  taken  full  advantage  of.  Russia  | 
was  now  entirely  excluded  from  the  navigation  of  that  river,  and  a  , 
control  which  bad  tended  to  impede  its  navigation.  Upon  the  third 
point,  which  had  been  the  stumbling-block  at  Vienna,  he  thought  | 
that  no  greater  security  could  be  obtained  than  by  the  plsn  adopted  , 
of  neutralisation ;  and  with  respect  to  the  fourth,  tbe  condition  of  the  1 
Christian  population  of  Turkey,  he  concurred  very  much  with  Mr ! 
Layard.  Such  being  his  opinion  of  the  articles  of  the  peace,  he  did  not  | 
think,  be  added,  that  any  articles,  however  framed  (and  these  appeared  i 
to  have  been  drawn  op  with  precision  and  skill),  could  give  a  security  j 
against  aggressions  on  the  part  of  Russia.  It  was  impossible  to  say  { 
that  her  projects  of  ambition  might  not  be  renewed.  But  the  policy  j 
of  our  government  bad  falsified  tbe  prediction  of  the  great  Napoleon,  | 
who  sud  at  St  Helena  that  when  Russia  developed  her  designs  upon 
Constantinople,  Austria  would  take  part  with  her  and  share  in  the  ; 
spoil.  We  bad  now  this  further  security  that  Austria  had  entered 
into  a  treaty  with  England  and  France,  guaranteeing  the  integrity  and 
independence  of  Turkey,  and  that  any  attempt  upon  her  indepen-  | 
dence  and  integrity  should  be  made  a  cosits  belli.  He  thought,  there-  ^ 
fore,  the  bouse  had  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  what  had  been 
done,  and  if  he  were  told  that  many  people  were  dissatisfied  with  the 
peace,  and  if  be  believed,  as  he  did,  that  Lord  Palmerston  was  quite  | 
right  in  saying  that  if  the  war  was  prolonged  greater  succesnes  might 
attend  our  arras  and  greater  advantages  be  obtained,  be  only  gave 
more  honour  to  the  government  that,  having  it  in  their  power 
to  induce  the  nation  to  continue  the  war,  yet  being  satisfied 
that  its  objects  were  fully  accomplished,  it  preferred  peace.  There 
were,  however,  some  things  be  might  criticise,  and  which,  in  his 
opinion,  required  explanation.  He  thought  it  would  have  been  better 
if  the  engagement  respecting  Nicholaieff  bad  appeared  in  the  treaty 


than  as  an  answer  of  Count  Orloff  in  a  protocol.  With  respect  to  the 
Circassian  forts,  he  considered  that  the  right  of  Russia  to  rsstore  them 
might  be  the  means  of  confirming  her  power  in  the  Black  Sea.  Lord 
John  then  expatiated  largely  upon  tbe  state  of  Italy,  expresring  g 
strong  hope  that  what  had  been  said  by  Lord  Clarendon  at  the  con¬ 
ferences  upon  this  subj«-(^  would  not  be  allowed  to  fall  to  tbe  ground 
otherwise,  be  observed,  if  a  protest  were  made  aninst  the  present 
state  of  Italy,  and  this  should  be  taken  up  haughtily  by  Austria,  that 
country  might  be  left  in  a  worse  condition  than  at  present— —Lord 
C.  HAMILTON  discussed  at  much  length  tbe  relations  of  Circassia 
with  Russia,  and  the  gradual  usurpations  of  tbe  latter  in  tbe  Circas¬ 
sian  territory,  denying  that  Russia  ever  had  any  valid  title  to  that 
territory.  He  insisted  that  it  was  the  duty  of  this  country  to  inter¬ 
fere  and  prevent  these  gallant  mountaineers,  whom  we  bad  not  treated 
as  they  deserved,  from  being  handed  over  to  Russia.  He  moved,  by 
way  of  amendment,  to  leave  out  tbe  words  after  "  eonditions,”  and 
insert  “  which  accomplish  to  a  great  extent  the  objects  for  whidi  the 

war  was  undertaken." - Sir  C.  WOOD  denied  that  there  had  been 

any  abandonment  of  the  Circaseians,  for  the  best  of  all  reasons,  that 
they  had  never  entered  into  any  negotiations  with  us.  The  noble  lord 
should  have  explained  what  were  the  tribes  to  which  he  referred.  It 
was  well  known  that  the  Mingrelians,  Georgians,  and  Immeritiaas 
were  concerned ;  they  had  all  along  sided  with  the  Russians.  As 
to  the  tribes  under  Scharayl,  his  territories  were  on  tbe  Cas¬ 
pian,  and  not  on  tbe  Black  Sea ;  and  we  never  had  any  commu¬ 
nications  with  him  at  all.  In  fact,  he  declined  communication 
with  us.  As  to  the  tribes  on  the  Black  Sea,  they  never  co¬ 
operated  with  os  at  all  ;  they  never  promised  to  do  so,  except  on 
one  occasion,  when  they  failed  to  perform  their  engagements.  How 
then  could  it  be  said  that  we  bad  handed  tbe  country  over  to  Russia! 
Tbe  treaty  of  peace  admitted  commercial  vessels  to  the  eastern  coast 
of  the  Black  Sea  as  well  as  to  the  western  ;  and  as  to  resisting 
Russia,  the  Circassians  were  as  able  to  do  so  now  as  they  ever  had 
been.  The  independence  of  Circassia  was  not  the  object  fur  which 
the  war  had  been  undertaken,  and  was  it  to  be  said  that  the  war  was 
to  be  continued  for  that  purpose  alone  ?  He  went  over  the  other 
details  of  tbe  treaty,  defending  their  propriety,  and  showing  that  the 
country  had  every  cause  for  joy  and  satisfaction  in  tbe  peace.  He 
admitted  there  was  little  enthusiasm  on  the  subject,  but  that 
was  on  account  of  the  disappointment  the  country  felt  at  not  em¬ 
ploying  those  magnificent  forces  which  had  at  last  been  provided. 
But  be  believed  that  that  feeling  would  only  be  transient,  and  that 
the  more  tbe  country  considered  the  treaty  the  more  they  would  be 

satisfied  with  it. - On  tbe  motion  of  Mr  LINDSAT,  the  debate  was 

adjourned. 

Tuetday,  May  6. 

THE  ADJOUBHID  DIBATH. 

Mr  W.  S.  LINDSAY  opened  tbe  adjourned  debate,  observing  that 
he  differed  from  both  Lord  J.  Manners  and  Lord  C.  Hamilton,  mling 
bound  to  say  that  the  treaty  afforded  grounds  of  joy  and  satisfaction, 
and  that  it  accomplished  the  objects  we  bad  in  going  to  war.  Tbe 
seventh  article  alone,  which  guaranteed  the  independence  of  Turkey, 
in  his  opinion,  secured  the  main  object,  and  altogether  the  treaty  bad 
obtained,  he  said,  a  great  deal  more  than  he  bad  in  view  when  we 
engaged  in  tbe  war.  He  paid  a  warm  tribute  to  Lord  Palmerston 
for  the  distinguished  part  he  had  taken  in  the  conduct  of  tbe  war. 

- Mr  R.  PHILLIMORB,  who  had  given  notice  of  an  amendment 

to  tbe  address,  expressing  the  regret  of  the  house  that  the  imme¬ 
morial  and  undoubted  belligerent  right  of  tbe  Crown  to  capture 
enemies’  goods  in  neutral  ships  should  have  been  renounced  without 
an  opportunity  having  been  i^orded  to  parliament  of  expressing  its 
opinion  upon  so  grave  and  extensive  an  alteration  of  public  and 
international  law,  urged,  first,  the  importance  of  this  subject ;  se¬ 
condly,  his  strong  conviction  of  the  great  sacrifice  of  maritime  rights, 
unquestioned  for  four  hundred  years,  which  Great  Britain  had  made 
by  tbe  renunciation ;  and,  lastly,  that  such  a  question,  not  generally 
understood,  ought  to  have  been  debated  in  parliament,  because  it  was 
impossible  to  deny  that  the  principle  of  the  renunciation  extended 
to  the  right  of  search  and  the  capture  of  contraband  goods.  He  in¬ 
sisted  that  reason,  custom,  and  authority  justified  the  retention  of 
these  maritime  rights,  which  had  been  parted  with,  be  said,  without 
the  house  and  tbe  country  being  aware  of  the  importance  of  tbe 

sacrifice. - Tbe  Marquis  of  GRANBY  thought  that  tbe  treaty,  as 

a  whole,  contained  as  much  as  we  had  a  right  to  expect,  and  that  it 
was  one  which  tbe  people  of  this  country  would  accept.  We  could 
look  back,  he  said,  with  satisfaction,  and  with  confidence  to  the 

future  that  the  peace  would  be  a  lasting  one. - Mr  8.  HERBERT 

observed  that  what  the  house  had  to  consider  was — first,  did  the 
treaty  obtain  tbe  objects  for  which  we  originally  commenced  tbe 
war ;  secondly,  did  it  bear  a  just  relation  to  the  degree  of  success  we 
had  obtained  in  the  war  ;  and,  lastly,  was  the  moment  the  best 
chosen  at  which  to  conclude  the  peace  !  With  respect  to  the  last 
point,  if  tbe  great  objects  of  the  war  had  been  attained,  the  carrying 
it  on  for  tbe  purpose  of  further  successes  was,  be  said,  opposed  to  the 
laws  of  Gtod  and  man,  and  would  be  sure  to  meet  with  retribution. 
But,  he  argued,  that  since  tbe  fall  of  Sebastopol,  owing  to  circum¬ 
stances,  further  military  triumphs  were  improbable.  Reverting  to 
the  first  point,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  neutralisation  of  tbe  Black 
Sea  was  not  the  policy  of  a  great  maritime  power  ;  but  it  was,  after 
all,  only  limitation  under  another  name.  As  to  the  Circassian  forts, 
he  did  not  agree  that  we  were  bound  by  engagements  with  Scharayl 
to  insist  upon  their  destruction.  Scharayl  was  not  a  Circassian  ;  he 
had  no  relations  with  Circassia,  and  he  had  done  nothing  for  us,  ex¬ 
cept  a  raxzia  upon  some  Russian  ladies.  Looking  at  what  we  had 
got,  was  the  house,  he  asked,  prepared  to  go  on  with  the  war  for 
that  object,  perhaps  without  our  allies  !  He  thought  that  by  the 
non-insertion  of  the  batti-sheriff  relating  to  tbe  Christians  in  the 
treaty  more  ground  had  been  lost  than  gained.  Still,  looking  at  the 
general  result,  there  was  reason  for  sincere  congratulations.  The 
great  bubble  of  Russian  invincibility  had  collapsed  ;  we  bad  secured 
the  main  objects  of  the  war,  and,  on  tbe  last  point,  be  considered 
that  the  terras  of  the  peace  were  folly  commensurate  with  the  success 
of  our  arms.  If  be  made  any  exception,  it  was  the  discussion  in  tbs 
protocols  of  the  internal  and  domestic  affairs  of  other  nations 
not  present  at  tbe  conference,  the  policy  and  justice  of  which 

he  condemned. - Mr  H.  DRUMMOND  remarked  upon  the 

usurpations  of  the  ecclesiastical  power. - Mr  BOWYER  vin¬ 

dicated  the  organisation  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church  in  tbe 
states  of  Italy. - Mr  BENTINCK  apprehended  that  by  re¬ 

moving  all  restrictions  upon  neutral  traffic  we  had  resigned 
the  only  effectual  means  at  our  disposal  of  crippling  an  enemy. — *- 
Mr  CARDWBLL  joined  with  such  cordial  satisfaction  in  the  terras  of 
the  address  that  be  should  have  been  ready  to  give  his  silent  vot 
for  it  had  it  not  been  for  the  topics  intri^uc^  by  Mr  R.  Phillimore. 
He  admitted  his  interpretation  of  international  law.  If  tbe  law  were 
otherwise,  the  value  of  the  stipulations  respecting  neutrals  would 
vanish.  It  was  the  weight  and  authority  of  England  alone  that  bad 
maintained  that  law,  and  it  was  of  no  small  importance  that  that 
weight  and  authority  had  been  given  for  tbe  first  time  to  these  stipu¬ 
lations.  The  great  controversy  respected  tbe  doctrine  that  free  ships 
ought  to  make  free  goods,  and  he  agreed  that  tbe  concession  we  had 
made  upon  this  point  was  a  considernble  one ;  but  it  was  not,  be 
observed,  made  to  Russia,  nor  even  to  France ;  it  was  made  to  the 
universal  interests  of  humanity  and  of  justice  to  neutrala  There  was, 
however,  another  valuable  stipulation,— that  which  abolished  pri¬ 
vateering  ;  and  if  the  other  concession  had  been  a  sacrifice  on  our  part, 
this  would,  he  argued,  confer  a  great  advantage  upon  this  cMOtn ; 
and,  upon  the  whole,  he  believed  that  we  should  be  great  gainers  by 
avoiding  hereafter  wars  into  whirii  a  rigid  enforcement  of  tbeee  man- 
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cl«rfjman,  who  ooald  Toot  obtain  iwdnetion  without  a  cottlj  and 
troublcaonie  appeal.  By  the  preient  bill  an  annual  raluation  waa 
provided,  and  power  given  to  the  justioee  at  quarter  eewiona  to  decide 
upon  any  queetiona  relative  to  the  aufficiency  of  the  aaaeaament. 

—The  motion  waa  aeconded  by  Lord  A.  HBRYET. - Mr  BOU* 

VBRIB  admitted  the  eziatence  of  a  jnatifiable  ground  of  complaint, 
but  differed  aa  to  the  mode  in  which  the  remedy  ahould  be  provided 
and  the  extent  of  the  deductiona  that  ahould  Iw  allowed  in  diatin* 
guiabing  between  the  groae  and  net  incoraea  accruing  from  tithe 
rent  chargee.  He  would  not,  however,  oppoee  the  aecond  reading  of 
the  bill.'  ■  A  prolonged  diacuaeion  enaued,  turning  chiefly  upon  the 
detaila  of  the  roeaaure,  and  the  bill  waa  read  a  aecond  time,  and  or¬ 
dered  to  be  referred  to  a  aelect  committee.

With  reapect  to  the  treaty,  he  waa 
meparri  to  aaaent  to  the  terra  **  honourable  "  applied  to  the  peace, 
^idorHanding  thereby  no  more  than  a  formal  phraae  ;  but  it  waa 
(omething  more  definite  to  aay  that  the  objecta  of  the  war  had  been 
tolly  aceoropliahed.  Having  been  all  along  oppoaed  to  the  policy  of 
mw,  he  felt  a  difBculty  in  aaying  thia,  and  if  he  did  it  waa  in  thia 
gmooi—that,  having  been  informed  that  the  war  had  been  commenced 
lo  obtain  from  Ruaaia  certain  conceaeiona,  called  the  four  pointa,  he 
inclined  to  admit  that  that  object  bad  been  aooompliahed,  and 
the  treaty  did  incorporate  the  Auatrian  aolution  of  the  four 
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MOndat.— -Oommicaa^  Cniickahank  aaid  that  on  a  former  _  oeeaeion 
be  wee  deairoua  of  patting  tome  qneationa  to  Mr  Filder  relative  to  hii 
being  pat  under  arreet,  and  it  waa  aoggeated  that  Lord  Lacan  ahoald  be 
preaent.  Lord  Lacan  waa  now  preaent,  and  he  projMieed  to  pat  thoae 
qaeationa. — Commiaaary  Filder,  in  reply  to  Mr  Craickanankj  aaid  be  Mr- 
liKtlv  reoollected  the  arreat.  He  never  received  any  official  reply  mm 
Lord  Raglaa  on  the  anbject.  Lord  Rarian  never  expreaaed  aay  aiaappro- 
bation  of  Mr  Cmickabaak'a  conduct.  Lord  Lacan  aaid  a  letter  wae  for¬ 
warded  to  him  W  the  Adjatant  directing  the  releaae  of  Mr  Cmickabank 
from  arreat.  There  waa  returned  hia  own  letter,  complaining  of  Mr 
Cmiekahank,  and  upon  that  letter  Lord  Raglan  had  made  aome  remarka 
upon  hia  condnet.— Sir  R.  Airey  reaaroed  hia  caoe.  H#  read  portiona  ef 
Colonel  Talloch’a  evidence  aa  to  the  manner  in  which  the  evidence  of  the 
witneaera  waa  taken  down  in  the  Crimea,  to  ahow  that  it  waa  meat  nn- 
aatiafactory.  He  wiahed  to  know  why  Colonel  Tulloeh  took  npon  himaelf 
to  alter  the  evidence  of  Colonel  Wetherall  f— Colonel  Talloch  aaid  be 
waa  net  anre  he  had  made  the  alterationa  alladed  to ;  bat  he  might  explain, 
that  the  reaaon  why  portiona  were  atrack  ont  waa,  that  the  evidence  aa  to 
the  iaaae  of  winter  coata  waa  at  variance  with  official  retnma.— Colonel 
Wetherall’a  examination  waa  then  remimed.  The  blue  book,  he  aaid,

He  believed  that  if  we  proclaimed  to  the  world 
we  meant  to  maintain  Turkiah  rule  over  a  Chriatian  population, 
we  ahould  drive  that  population  to  Ruaaia  for  protection,  and  enable 
Imt  to  exerciae  a  great  moral  influence  over  Turkey  in  Europe. 
Beferring  to  the  diocuaeiona  in  the  Conference  concerning  Greece  and 
It^y,  be  waa,  he  aaid,  againat  the  ayatero  of  cruaading  againat  abuoea 
•nd  niagovemroent  in  other  oountriea.  We  ahould,  in  hia  opinion, 
do  more  to  forward  the  cauae  of  liberty  and  recommend  free  inatitu- 
tiona  by  attending  to  our  own  doroeatic  affaira,  and  raiaing  the  moral 
and  phyaical  condition  of  our  own  population.— —Mr  WHITESIDE 
ohorrved  that  there  were  pointa  involved  in  the  queation  connected 
with  the  treaty  and  the  protocola,— auch  aa  Circaoaia,  the  preaa  of 
Belgium  and  Italy, — which  could  not  be  diapoaed  of  by  an  incidental

The  war  had  been  a  moral 
demonstration  to  almost  the  whole  of  Europe,  and  had  imprinted 
upon  Rueeia  the  great  leteon  that  her  attempt!  at  aggrandixement 
were  matters  for  the  consideration  of  Europe,  and  such  as  to  make  it 
the  duty  of  Europe  to  unite  all  its  energies  for  their  suppretsion. 
He  reviewed  in  encceaeion  the  atipulations  respecting  the  Principalities, 
the  nentralieation  of  the  Black  Sea,  which  he  thought  not  free  from 
pitfalls,  and  the  privileges  of  the  Christian  subjects  of  Turkey, 
obaerving  that  these  mattere  were  email  in  comparison  with  others 
tmbraeed  in  the  protocols, — the  change  operated  in  international 
maritime  law,  the  proposition  made  by  Lord  Clarendon,  and  accepted 
by  the  other  Plenipotentiaries,  to  refer  disputea  between  natione  to 
arbitration, — which  might  lead  to  the  diminution  of  the  enormous 
cost  of  military  eetobliMiroents, — and  the  important  decUrationa  in 
the  protocols  regarding  Naples,  Rome,  and  Belgium.  He  did  not ' 
know,  he  Mtid,  what  was  the  value  of  these  declarations,  how  far  they 
approaefaad  the  character  of  engagements, — for  engagementa  they  were 
not, — or  what  they  were.  The  most  pressing  of  the  questions  arising 
oet  of  ibeae  declarations  concerned  the  press  of  Belgium.

Mr  MALINS  referred  to  the  continued  drain  of  bullion  from  the 
Bank  of  England,  and  inquired  whether  the  government  intended, 
during  the  present  seteion,  to  take  any  steps  with  the  view  of  relaxing 
the  stringency  of  the  existing  law  which  regulated  the  issue  of  Bank 

notes. - The  CHANCELLOR  of  the  EXCHEQUER  remarked 

that  the  stock  of  bullion  now  in  the  Bank  was  only  700,000/.  below 
the  amount  held  in  January  last,  while  the  demand  for  gold  on 
account  of  the  Turkish  loan  and  the  commissariat  supplies  abroad  would 
shortly  cease.  There  was,  therefore,  no  intention  on  the  part  of  the 
government  to  propose  any  modification  in  the  present  Bank  act.

With  regard  to 
the  Christian  subjects  of  the  Porte,  every  one,  he  observed,  bad 
admittad  that  tha  firman  of  the  Sultan  was  peifectly  satisfactory  in 
ito  terms  and  cooditiona ;  the  firman  was  a  written  instrument ;  it 
wu  referred  to  in  tha  treaty,  and,  if  it  were  revoked  (a  thing  highly

'7'“^  *‘7  whom  be  was  surrounded  had 
now  put  the  stamp  of  their  approval  upon  the  treaty  wbieb  bad  been 
so  recently  signed.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  took  it  as  a  proof  thnt  the 
honour  of  England,  which  had  been  so  gloriously  sustained  for  the 
last  two  year*,  was  not  considered  to  have  been  tarnished  by  his 
diplomacy,  but  that  an  honourable  peace  had  fully  terminate*!  an 
energetic  and  successful  war.  (Hear.)  That  war  had  been  well 
called  a  statesman’s  war,  because  it  had  been  a  war  of  principle,  and 
not  of  conquest,  or  of  ambition.  It  had  been  undertaken  on  prin¬ 
ciple,  and  was  forced  on  by  necessity,  and  as  far  as  England  was  con¬ 
cerned,  might  emphatically  be  called  a  people’s  war.  (Hear.')  The 
attitude  of  the  people  of  England  bad  been  throughout  worthy  of  all 
praise  and  admiration,  for  they  had  entered  into  the  war  with  less 
reluctance  than  their  governments,  and  had  unflinchingly  supported 
it  to  the  last.  ( Loud  cheers.)  Neither  had  they  been  impelled  by 
any  vain  wish  for  military  glory,  but  had  taken  up  arms  with  the 
noble  purpose  of  protecting  the  weak  against  the  strong.  (Loud 
cheers.)  They  had  been  neither  exalted  in  victory  nor  appalled  at 
danger,  but  had  steadily  supported  the  honour  of  the  country,  and 
sought  only  the  object  for  which  they  bad  at  first  drawn  the  sword. 
Our  national  institutions  did  not  permit  of  our  maintaining  a  large 
standing  army  in  time  of  peace,  and  therefore  it  required  time  to 
develop  the  warlike  resources  of  this  country  ;  and  these  resources 
having  been  only  fully  developed  this  year,  he  quite  agreed  with  the 
Lord  Mayor  that  the  peace  might  not  at  first  have  been  popular. 
The  people  wanted  more  war,  and  therefore  the  peace  had  not  at 
first  been  received  with  exultation,  but  as  soon  as  time  had  been  given 
for  the  operation  of  sound  English  common  sense,  he  had  no  doubt 
but  that  the  practical  and  solid  advantages  of  the  peace  would  meet 
with  general  acceptation.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  people  could  dwell 
with  pride  on  the  events  of  the  late  war.  The  capture  of  Sebastopol 
had  been  a  great  feat  of  arras,  but  everyone  must  also  admit  that  the 
defence  would  fill  a  brilliant  page  in  the  military  history  of  Russia. 
(Cheers.)  Again,  the  defence  of  Kars  bad  reflected  immortal  honour 
on  the  brave  garrison  ;  but  was  not  the  humane  conduct  of  its  captor, 
General  MouraviefiT,  entitled  to  some  eulogy  ?  By  a  curioua  coinci¬ 
dence  he  had  that  day  received  a  letter  from  General  Williams,  which 
was  so  illustrative  of  the  subject  to  which  he  bad  alluded,  that  be 
trusted  he  should  be  permitted  to  read  a  short  extract.  (Hear,  bear.) 
“  I  have  already  told  your  lordship  of  General  MouraviefiTs  kindness 
towards  mytelf  and  my  party,  but  his  humanity  and  benevolent  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  poor  famished  garrison  of  Kars  will  gain  for  him  the 
respect  of  the  civilised  world,  and  most  tend  to  lessen  if  not  eradicate 
the  animosity  which  for  more  than  a  century  has  existed  between 
Russia  and  Turkey,  especially  on  the  part  of  the  latter.  1  shall  there¬ 
fore  quit  General  MouraviefT  with  great  regret,  although  I  have  every 
hope  that  on  my  arrival  at  Rianza  we  shall  bear  of  the  re-establish¬ 
ment  of  peace  and  continue  our  journey  towards  England.”  Having 
done  justice  to  one  who  was  no  longer,  he  trusted,  a  foe,  he  would 
congratulate  his  hearers  on  the  continuance  of  the  alliance  which, 
under  happy  auspices;  bad  been  entered  into  between  France  and 
England.  In  the  progress  of  that  alliance,  entered  into  with  no 
•elfish  views  of  advantage,  and  which  had  been  strengthened  by  com¬ 
mon  vicissitudes  and  dangers,  many  transactions  bad  occurred  which 
had  only  served  to  bring  out  into  stronger  relief  the  honourable  pro¬ 
ceedings  and  unswerving  fidelity  of  our  allies.  (Loud  cheers.)  The 


Diplomatic  Corps,  and  a  large  party  of  distinguished  guests  at  the 
Mansion  House.  More  than  usual  pains  bad  bera  taken  to  render  the 
decorations  worthy  of  the  occasion.  Th#  wall*  were  bung  with  the 
flags  of  various  nations,  and  immediately  above  the  dais  was  an  im¬ 
mense  trophy,  composed  of  the  flags  of  ths  allies,  the  tri- colour  and 
Union  Jack  being  pre-eminently  conspicuous.  Amongst  the  guests 
the  great  point  of  curiosity  and  attraction  was  the  Earl  of  Clarendon, 
whom  everyone  was  aniious  to  see  and  recognise,  and  the  cheers  with 
which  the  proposal  of  bis  lordship’s  health  was  received  led  no  doubt 
as  to  the  estimate  public  opinion  bad  formed  of  the  value  of  his  recent 
diplomatic  laboura.  From  the  speeches  which  were  delivered  during 
the  evening  we  select  the  three  which  were  the  roost  interesting,  vis., 
those  of  the  French  Ambassador,  Lord  Pdmerston,  and  Lord 
Clarendon. 

Count  Persigny  (addressing  the  assemblage  in  French)  said 
Gentlemen, — The  sentiments  which  the  Lord  Mayor  has  just  ex¬ 
pressed  correspond  exactly  with  those  of  the  Emperor  and  of 
France  towards  England.  (Hear,  hear.)  After  this  war,  which  in 
the  short  space  of  two  yeais  has  determined  one  of  the  greatest  ques¬ 
tions  of  our  age  ;  after  this  war,  which  has  been  noble  amongst  all 
wars,  by  the  aim  which  it  propooet,  by  the  principles  of  humanity 
which  it  has  put  in  practice,  and  by  the  moderation  which  has  marked 
its  close ;  after  this  war,  which  will  remain  in  history  one  of  the 
most  glorious  episodes  of  civilisation  :  that  which  France  most  of  all 
desires  it  to  retain  the  peaceful  alliance  which  the  war  has  produced. 
(Cheers.)  This  prayer  of  France,  which  is  identical,  I  am  convinced, 
with  that  of  England,  will  be  heard.  For,  gentlemen,  at  the  point  of  his¬ 
tory  which  we  have  reached,  there  exists  nothing  that  can  divide  us. 
(Cheers.)  Our  ancient  resentments  have  been  extinguished  for  ever 
on  the  field  of  battle,  but  we  have  done  more,  perhaps,  for  our  union, 
by  renouncing  those  false  economical  doctrines  of  the  past  which 
founded  the  prosperity  of  a  country  upon  the  ruin  of  her  neighbours. 
(Cheers.)  'rhank  G^,  we  all  know  now  that  the  principle  of  the 
wealth  of  nations  is  industry,  that  commerce  is  only  carried  on  from 
producer  to  producer,  and  that  in  consequence  the  activity  of  our 
neighbours  is  as  esaential  as  our  own  to  the  development  of  our  pros¬ 
perity.  (Cbeera.)  Let  no  one,  then,  attempt  to  divide  tis  for  none 
would  succeed  I  But,  let  the  fraternal  union  of  England  and  France 
continue  in  the  Mneral  union  of  Europe,  and  it  will  be  substantial 
and  immovable  tor  all  the  alliances  which  have  seriously  in  view  the

A  French 
writer  has  lately  expresesd  the  opinion  that  the  higher  raaaifeetatioas  of 
the  fine  arts  are  the  great  means  of  popularising  good  tate.  He  extols 
the  recent  efforts  of  England  in  adopting  every  means  of  improving  the 
lasts  of  her  producers  by  affording  instruction  in  design,  and  by  the 
public  exhibition  of  the  best  works  of  art — for  axampla,  at  Sydenham 
and  elsawhere.  (Hear.)  The  sama  writer  justly  observes,  howsver,  that 
this  quality  of  last#  is  tba  clsmsnt  in  which  imitation,  meaning  the  imi¬ 
tation  of  other  nations  advanoed  ia  it,  is  the  most  diflicuU.  To  repro- 
daee  a  piece  of  machinery,  to  imitate  mechanical  contrivances,  ia 
comparauvely  sasy;  but  to  infuie  taste  into  the  workmen  requires  many 
years  of  indirect  ns  wall  as  direct  cultivation.  (Hsar,  bear.)  It  u 
therefore  ef  oaoseqoenoe,  in  rcfervnc*  to  th*  oompetitieu  of  England 
with  other  natieiM  in  what  is  called  indastrial  art,  that,  together  with  the 
direct  iastractioa  whieh  forms  the  hand  and  eye — an  undertaking  in 
which  many  can  co-operate— the  less  tangible  and  more  refined  influence 
resulting  from  the  exhibition  of  the  best  productions  tbrougbont  the 
eonntry  should  also  bs  kept  in  view,  whetbsr  in  the  shape  of  permanent 
museums  er  occasional  sxnibitions  of  good  modern  or  gtiod  old  tpeeim»‘ns 
of  art.  Ia  regard  to  modern  works  (hear,  hear),  I  prasume  not  to  define

It  is  not  quite  so  ea^  to  see  how  they  would  find  food 
on  the  road.  The  eagerness  of  the  French  to  get  away  from  the  Crimea 
generally  is  undenisble.  Admiral  Trehouart  is  actively  engaged  at 
Kamies^  in  making  arrangements  for  the  further  despatch  of  troops.
